City and county co-operation in 
development of a $400,000 private- 
ly financed, low-cost Negro hous- 
ing project for Atlanta will be 
sought this week. 

Councilman John A. White, 
Chairman of Council’s Slum Clear- 
ance Committee, said plans have 
been prepared for erection of 30 
five-room houses in Southwest At- 
lanta and that they can be pur- 
chased on monthly payments of 
about $25 including amortization 
of the loan, interest, taxes and 
insurance. 

White said the development, the 
first privately financed low-cost 
housing project undertaken in At- 
lanta, is proposed by A. J. MclIn- 
tyre, W. P. Ballard and associates. 

Under the plans, it will be lo- 
cated south of the Southern Rail- 
way right-of-way in the area ad- 
joining Mary Street and West Ave- 
nue, S. W. Fulton County will be

Dr. Jack C. Norris, Atlanta path- 
ologist, is the new Chairman of 
the Cancer Commission of the 
Medical Association of Georgia— 
one of the key posts in the State 
in the fight on cancer. 


His appointment was made pub | 


lic today by Dr. Enoch Callaway, 
of LaGrange, President-elect of the 
Association and Chairman of the 
State Executive Committee of the 
Georgia Division, American Can- 
cer Society. 

Dr. Norris succeeds Dr. J. L. 
Campbell, veteran Chairman of 
the Cancer Commission and one 
of the pioneers in the cancer fight 
in the South. 

The new Chairman heads a 23- 
member Commission of Doctors 
representing various sections of 
the State, and also heads the Com- 
mission’s seven-member Executive 
Committee. 

The Commission’s work is to co- 
ordinate the cancer control pro- 
gram of the Medical Association 
with the programs of the Georgia 
Division, American Cancer So- 
ciety, and the Cancer Control Di- 
vision of the State Department of 
Public Health, headed by Dr. W. J. 
Murphy. 

The three groups concentrate, 
their joint efforts on the impor- 
tant phases of the State-wide effort 
to bring cancer under control and 
to reduce the toll of preventable 
deaths the disease is causing.

Birds Crash, 
Perish by 


Thousands 


By INTERNATIONAL NEWS SERVICE 


Thousands of migratory birds 
perished today in one of Nature's 
mysterious little tragedies of life. 
A leading orinthologist described 
it as an “awful slaughter,” the 
likes of which he never had heard 
of before in his experience. 

From New York to Texas, the 
birds died by the hundreds when 
they smacked into tall buildings 
and other structures. 

Their battered bodies littered 
the streets in Philadelphia, Balti- 
more, New York, Nashville and 
San Antonio. 

There was no immediate expla- 
nation for the phenomena—only a 
theory advanced by Lee S. Cran-| 
dall. General Curator of the New | 
York Zoological Society. 

Crandall said he believed the 
birds lost their sense of direction 
because of fog and flew right into 
the structures. 

Crandall called the deaths an 
“awful slaughter” and said he had 
never heard of anything “like this 
in my experience.” | 

The bird expert explained that 
birds are always flying into things | 
but “on a much smaller scale,' 
never anything so severe.” 

He said the only logical expla-' 
mation he could advance for the/| 
mass bird tragedy was the “cli-| 
matic conditions.” | 

The noted authority on winged 
life pointed out that the birds 
probably started south in clear 
weather and ran into the fog. | 

Crandall explained that the 
birds probably mistook lights in 
the tall buildings, beacons or. 
towers as daylight and flew on. 
toward the light. 

He said studies had shown that 
birds fly right into lighted win-' 
dows or towers and smash their! 
bodies against them. 

But, in Baltimore, where of-| 
ficials said the weather was clear 
last night, hundreds of the birds 
were found dead, or injured, at the 
bottom of the 450-foot tower of 
Radio Station WBAL. 

Philadelphia ornithologists said 
they believed the low ceiling fog 
had confused the birds and driven 
them down from safe altitudes. 

Numerous theories were ad- 
vanced for the cause of the death 
of about 100 small birds in San’ 
Antonio, Texas. 

They fell to death after smash-| 
ing into the 30-story Transit Tow- 
er during a drizzle. | 

A heavy overcast is advanced as 
the reason for the greatest bird 
tragedy in the history of Nash- 
ville, Tenn. 

In Washington, U. S. Park Po- 
lice said there’s “nothing mys- 
terious about the bird deaths. They 
Said it “happens in Washington 
every year.” There have been no 
reports recently of birds crashing 
into the Washington Monument or 
other high structures in the capi- 
tal, however. 


Dewey for TVA 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 11—

Glad To Be ‘Back’

Next to the devil, I used to hate school. 
| was taught to hate the devil, but hating 
| school was something | cultivated on my 
. own. 

It used to be that way with all the kids I knew. I never 
heard anyone liking school until the other day when I ran 
into a little fifth-grader in my neighborhood. 

“Well,” I said, “guess you hate to be going back to school.” 

“Unh, unh,” she said. “I’m glad of it. I’m tired of doing 
nothing.” , 

She went on to say that she believed school vacations 
were too long; that they go pretty good for the first few 
weeks and then the time seems to drag on your hands. 

Such thinking as that on the part of the kids is worth 
looking into.

“Younger and better looking than in your days, aren’t 
they?” said Miss Jarrell. “Better trained, too.” 

She wasn’t kidding. 

And the classroom. My, how they’ve prettied it up! 
Plenty of light, comfortable ventilation, pleasing color tones, 
and all sorts of intriguing devices for the entertainment and 
enlightment of the children. 

Unh, unh, what’s this?— 

“Movies,” said Miss Jarrell. “Didn’t have them when we 
were in school did they? Visual education is now one of the 


most important features of the school program.” 

And they’ve got radio in the school room nowadays, programs 
beamed from the School Department’s own station. They’ve got more 
and what appear to be more interestingly written and illustrated 


books. Play is a big thing. All sorts of games. And hot lunches; 
for some of the children, Miss Jarrell says, the only real meal they 
get. They've got clinics where the youngster can get a stumped toe. 
fixed up; doctors and nurses to keep the children well. They’ve got 
libraries full of novels and informative books, laboratories and shops 
and kitchens and dining room and bedrooms where children can play 
grown-up. | 

“School has changed since we were there,” said Miss Jarrell, ‘‘and

today, but unsettled labor disputes still idled about 100,000 workers 


across the nation. 

In New York, trucks rolled 
through the streets with food and 
merchandise for the first time in 
11 days as the strike by 10,000 


‘drivers rapidly approached com- 


plete settlement. 

At Seattle, Wash., the four- 
month strike against two Boeing 
Aircraft plants ended when 14,609 
members of the Independent Aero 
Mechanics Union voted over- 
whelmingly to return to work. 

But strikes still plagued West 
Coast shipping, Western oil re- 
fineries, Minneapolis milling firms 
and Detroit automobile -plants. 

In the New York truck strike, 
union officials said 3,500 drivers 
were back on the job, and that 
nearly 300 employers had avrecd 
to the union’s reduced demand for 
a 17%%-cent hourly pay raise. 

The first break in the strike de- 
veloped yesterday when two big 
food chains signed contracts end- 
ing the walkout. Other employers 
followed their lead; but more than 
' 1,000 firms still had not signed. 

At Seattle, the aero mechanics 
‘voted to accept Boeing’s offer of 
‘a 15-cent hourly raise. The union 
originally had struck for a 30-cent 
pay hike. 

In the West Coast shipping 
strike, the CIO longshoremen’s 
union reported that most locals 
at big ports along the coast had 
rejected overwhelmingly a_e de 
mand by employers that union 


leaders sign anti-Communist affi- 
davits as ‘a prerequisite for resum- 
ing negotiations. 


The union said its members also § 


had turned down the waterfront 
employers’ ‘final offer” for settle- 
ment of the paralyzing walkout. 

The longshore chief, Harry 
Bridges, said the union is willing 
to load cargoes for the Army at 
the old pay scales. But he said 
employers have refused to sit 
down with the union to work out 
the details. 

The strike involves 30,000 mari- 
time workers and was called 10 
days ago to support demands for a 
15-cent hourly raise. 

In the oil strike, Gov. Earl War- 
ren of California appointed Robert 
P. O’Brien as State Co-ordinator 
to save fuel in the face of critical 
shortages of gasoline and oil. The 
strike involves 15,000 workers at 
six major refineries, and affects 
supplies in several Western States. 
The union demands .a 2l1-cent 
hourly raise and the companies 
have offered 12 cents. 


At Richmond, Cal., about 1,500 
workers met to discuss the possi- 
bility of a back-to-work movement 
at the Standard Oil plant. 

About 25,000 Briggs production 
workers refused to cross. the 
guards’ picket lines, and em- 
ployees in other plants were laid

Decries “Dizxiecrats” as Misnomer 


Southern reactionary or Southern 
liberal? 

Certainly, until the current con- 
troversy over the President’s civil 
rights program, the South Carolina 


Governor was considered a liberal 
by all Southern standards. 


He subscribed to the Southern 
philosophy of gradualism—that 
is, that any reform in the South 
respecting the Negro issue must 
be gradual and the change must 
come from within, and not by 
any Federal or outside dictation. 


Like most Southerners, he holds 
to the belief that the Negro has 
made more progress in the short- 
est period of time than any other 
race, but that his progress in the 
South must remain within the pat- 
tern of segregation. 

Although he is opposed to any 
Federal anti-poll tax law, for two 
years he has advocated that the 
South Carolina Legislature repeal 
the State’s $l-a-year poll tax. 

The poll tax in South Carolina, 
however, is not considered a de- 
terrent to voting, as it applies only 
to the general election, whereas 
the Democratic Primary, in which 
Negroes have recently won the 
right to participate, is the actual 
election. 


South Carolina is the only 
State in the Union without a se- 
cret ballot. That is, every party 
must furnish its own ballot in a 
general election. This is one of 
the factors which makes a re- 
sponsible second party virtually 
impossible here. It takes a cour- 
ageous soul to ask for a Repub- 
lican ballot. 


For two years the Governor has 
strongly recommended to the 
Legislature to a secret ballot law. 
The State Democratic Convention 
likewise urged it this year. The 
Legislature has balked, however. 


The Dixiecrat Presidential nomi- 
nee is unalterably opposed to a 
Federal anti-lynching, law, but ne 
abhors mob violence as much as 
any man. He has been a jurist for 
many years. 


A few months after Thurmond’s 
inaugural as Governor, the South’s 
biggest lynching case in a decade 
broke in an upstate county. A mob 
of taxi drivers lynched a Negro 
who had allegedly stabbed a white 
cabbie. 


The yvernor rushed his con- 
stabulary to the scene. Four days 
later, after 31 members of the mob 
had been arrested, the Governor 
announced: 


“We in South Carolina want 
the world to know we will toler- 
ate no mob violence.” 


He assigned special prosecutors 
to aid the local prosecutor. The 
State's handling of the case was 
without criticism. But the jury re- 
fused to convict. 


Southerners argued the mere ar- 
rest of the mobsters was a deter- 
rent to lynching, but even had the 
case been tried in a Federal Court 
ma verdict would have been the 

me. 


The Governor, in his two years 
in office, has plugged for “local 
government” among the counties, 
and for a new streamlined consti- 
tution to replace the present one. 
He got through the 1948 Lezisla- 
ture a measure to reorganize the 
State Government with a view to 
eliminating waste and duplication 
of services. 


Thurmond doesn’t like the word 
Dixiecrat, which the newspapers 
coined for the Southern bolters. 

Party’s actual name is States’ 
Rights Democrats.

Test Program Changed 


Constitution State News Service 
ATHENS, Sept. 11—New developments in the educational activity 
being carried on by Georgia farmers in co-operation with the Agri- 
cultural Extension Service and the Tennessee Valley Authority were 
announced today by S. G. Chandler, Assistant District Agent of the 


‘Extension Service. 


Changes involve payment by 
some Georgia farmers participat- 
ing in this work for part or all 
of the phosphate fertilizers to be 
used on their farms. 


Since 1935, some 2,500 farmers 
in Georgia have been testing ex- 
perimentally produced phosphate 
fertilizers from TVA’s Muscle 
Shoals plant and com- 
munity units. 

“There are now 579 unit test- 
jemonstration farmers and 30 
community demonstrations with 
1,034 cooperating families in 23 
counties of Georgia,’ Chandler 
said. “A majority of these farms 
and all the communities are in the 
counties in the northern part of 
the state that is part of the Ten- 
nessee River watershed. 

“These test-demonstration farms 
have had a tremendous influence

MYTH crumbled to earthly dust the other 
day. The Rev. Frank Weston Sandford 
died. Self-proclaimed Elijah and worker 

of miracles, he could work no miracle in his 
own behalf. 

For most of his 85 years of life he was a 
mysterious figure. In death he so remains. 

He founded a sect of zealots who withdrew 
from normal pursuits to prepare themselves for 
the world’s end. He amassed a fortune, built 
a walled village for a thousand followers, bought 
yachts te take his missionaries half around the 
earth. 

A persuasive orator, he once preached .for 
10 hours, and none who listened ate or drank 
or dozed. Yet when his own liberty was at stake 
he did not speak a word. 

He served seven years in a federal peni- 
tentiary. Then he vanished. 

That was 30 years ago. Where he went and 
what he did, none would say; few, if any, knew. 

Without its Elijah the cult he founded con- 
tinued in existence. First known as The Holy 
Ghost & Us, later as The Kingdom, Inc., it 
centered in a group of wooden buildings known 
as Shiloh, at Lisbon Falls in Durham township, 
Me. It did not prosper, but it did not die. 

Early this year there were rumors Sandford 
had proved to be mortal and when these reached 
the handful of followers still at Shiloh, official 
announcement was made by The Kingdom, Inc., 
that “Elijah” indeed was dead. 

Where he died, and when, and under what 
circumstances, none would say. . 

Born in Bowdoinham, Me., Oct. 2, 1862, Frank 
Sandford attended Bates College where, as the 
catcher, he became the star of the baseball team. 

At the height of his second season in base- 
ball he suddenly announced he felt a call to 
the ministry and left college. More than a half 
century later Harrington “Heavenly” Gates, a 
great football player at Dartmouth, was con- 
verted to this same belief by Sandford’s fol- 
lowers, left his team on the eve of a big game 
and disappeared behind the walls of Shiloh. 

Sandford was ordained a minister, wed Helen 
Kirkey, daughter of a missionary, and assumed 
a pulpit at Great Falls, N. H. 

On New Year’s Day of 1893 he announced 
that God had told him he was Elijah and com- 
manded him to prepare mankind for the world’s 
end. With three cents in capital, clad in a 
purple robe and a blue wheelbarrow he set forth 
for Maine, picking up converts here and there. 

He arrived in Lisbon Falls with a score of 
followers he induced to sell their rocky farms, 
and turn over to him all their possessions. 

Acreage was bought at Lisbon Falls and the 
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passed and there was no sign of the world’s 
end. . So Sandford bought two yachts, Kingdom 
and Coronet. 

With 55 of his colony he embarked in 1910 
for Africa, on a missionary cruise. The natives 
there gave him a bad reception, pursuing him 
from shore to ship on two occasions. 

The Kingdom went aground and broke up. 
Her crew was taken aboard the Coronet which 
then proceeded aimlessly across the Atlantic, 
flying occasional distress signals to halt passing 
vessels and beg for. food. 

Only when mutiny threatened did he head 
the Coronet for Portland, Me., where federal 
officers discovered that eight of his followers 
had perished of scurvy and arrested him for

ing to make any defense, he was sen- 
tenced to 10 years. It was expected that Elijah 
would resume leadership at Shiloh when, in 
1918, he was released. His failure to do so and 
his unexplained disappearance resulted in many 


desertions. 

The . was reduced to a few hundred 
when “Heavenly?” Gates joined it in 1938. It 
was a scant forgotten handful eight years later

construction of Shiloh begun. 

The first building was a huge temple called 
The Eye of the Needle, in the towers of which a 
man and a woman were stationed night and day 
in continuous prayer. 

Three years after his departure from New 
Hampshire, Shiloh was housing nearly 1000 
men,-women and children, many from points as 
distant as the Midwest, Canada and London. 

At one time he had assets of about 
$2,000,000, which had been turned over to him 
by his followers. 

Shiloh frowned on doctors and Sandford 
himself claimed healing powers. His complete 
failure in the case of a child who suffered from 
diphtheria first brought him afoul of the law. 
A jury disagreed as to his guilt on a charge 
of manslaughter. 

Dissension eventually arose as the years

vanished Elijah killed each other during a gun 
duel behind the dilapidated .walls. 

A greater mystery than Sandford’s hold upon 
his followers was his relinquishment of that 
leadership. Why did he do it and where did 
he go? 

There is an old yellow newspaper clipping 
of the date of his release from prison. It reads: 
“Rev. Sandford was an exemplary 
prisoner. Once, towards the end of 
his imprisonment he participated 
in a game of baseball between two 
nines made up of inmates and 
displayed his old diamond skill.” 

Do you suppose he suddenly decided that 
playing baseball was better than sitting down 
waiting for the end of tne world? 

Perhaps some semi-pro nine in the ’30s had 
a good manager about whom the players knew 
little except that he was once a great pitcher at 
Bates College.

N THE beginning, everybody said

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gave way. The workmen who had pried it 
loose laid it carefully on the deserted stage 
of London’s Drury Lane Theatre. 

Then the workmen saw a man’s body. ‘ 

Clothed in 16th century attire, it was propped 
in a half-sitting position in an enclosure which 
had been hidden by the partition. The head rested 
grotesquely on one shoulder. The eyes stared 
blankly at thé orchestra pit. 

For a minute none of the workmen moved. 
Not a word was spoken. Then one of the men 
cautiously approached the body and laid his hand 
on the dead man’s head. Instantly the body 
crumbled to dust, disintegrated before his eyes. 
The workmen fled from the theatre. 

That was the beginning of one of Engiand’s 
most renowned ghost stories. For since that 
legendary episode, said to have taken place some 
200 years ago, a long succession of credulous 
witnesses have claimed they saw the dead man’s 
phantom stalking through the theatre. An entire 
matinee audience reportedly once saw him. Ac- 
tors and actresses have told of glimpsing his 
form from behind the footlights. 

According to legend, the Drury Lane phan- 
tom appears only between 9 a. m. and 6 p. m. 
Described as being something of a dandy, he is 
said to dress in a doublet, long hose and a plumed 
hat. Superstitious individuals say that from 
his lengthy association with the famous old 
theatre, he has developed a refined critical taste 
and attends only hit shows. 

The most recent occasion on which he was 
reported to have appeared was during a rehearsal 
of “Oklahoma.” That announcement was ac- 
cepted by the credulous as evidence that the 
London production of “Oklahoma” was sure to 
be as popular as the hit show was in New York. 

Perhaps more than most people, the British 
relish ghost stories and seem to get a special 
pleasure out of concocting tales about the wraiths 
of historical personages, such as Anne Boleyn, 
one of Henry VIII’s wives. 

Being associated with Henry was never easy 
and, in Anne’s case, proved fatal. She was 
crowned queen in June, 1533. Three years later, 
having been convicted of high treason, her pretty 
head was lopped off. But that was not the end of 
Anne; at least not in the minds of some people. 

Since her death, she has reputedly returned 
to haunt a half-dozen places in which she lived. 
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Blickling Hall is said to receive an annual visit 
from her on the anniversary of her demise. 
Carrying her head on her knees, she is reported 
to ride in a coach drawn by four headless horses 
and driven by a decapitated coachman. 

Catherine Howard, another of MHenry’s 
spouses, has a similar reputation for making 
repeated visits to the world of the living. 

Like Anne, Catherine was beheaded by order 
of King Henry. While being taken to the Tower 
of London for execution she escaped and ran 
screaming down the corridor to plead for mercy. 
sa was adamant and Catherine went to the 

k. , 

But the English did not let the matter rest 
there. Since then, according to legend, attendants 
in the old Tower have frequently reported hear- 
ing the sound of running feet in the same corri- 
dor and the doomed Queen’s plaintive cry. 

Another royal murder that gave rise tv an 
eerie ghost yarn was the assassination of King 
Edward II at Berkeley Castle in 1327. Edward's 
wife, Queen Isabella, had fallen in love with 
Roger Mortimer, the Earl of March. Together, 
they plotted the king’s death. Thrown into the 
dungeon, the ruler was tortured and died. 

On a number of occasions, witnesses with a 
belief in the supernatural, claim to have heard 
the tramp of mailed feet along the corridor lead- 
ing to the scene of the tragedy. The locked door 
of the dungeon, it is said, opens and shuts with 
a bang. Then, the story goes, the phantom of 
Isabella steals to the door and peeks in, an agon-

ghost and Isabella claps her hands in glee. 

An example of how such legends gain cre- 
dence is-furnished by the case of Agnes Water- 
man. Charged with being a witch,, she was 
burned at the stake in Scrapfaggot Green, Great 
Leighs, Essex, two centuries ago. Before she 
died, Agnes vowed she would return to plague 
her persecutors. To prevent this, her ashes were 
buried deep beneath a rock. 

Until 1944, nothing more was heard from the 
woman. ‘Then, according to the villagers, jackets 
on books in a home library were supposedly in- 
terchanged. A rabbit warren was found to be 
full of hens, and a hencoop full of rabbits. Bells 
in a deserted church reportedly rang at night. 

The gullible villagers decided that Agnes was 
responsible. They discovered that the stone 
under which her ashes were buried had been 
moved. Here, they thought, was proof that 
their fears were correct. Then they learned 
American Army bulldozers had pushed the rock 
aside. Even that did not shatter their credulity. 
They rolled the stone back into place and, when 
last heard from, insisted the mysterious pranks 
had ceased. 

Such actions may seem absurd and naive. 
But it should be remembered that England 
has great respect for all its old traditions— 
including legends of witches and phantoms.

OROTHY MACKAYE took one last look at 
the gray walls of San Quentin prison, 
shivered as she pulled her cloth coat tightly 

around her trim figure, and turned to face the 
skyline of San Francisco. 

The ferry boat shoved off for the trip across 
the bay. Reporters looked at the odd little 
freckles bridging her pert nose. and waited for 
her to say something. 

She cleared her throat and talked in a voice 
that had become rusty in the ten months she had 
been shut away from the theatre and the world: 

“If you ever hear of. me falling in love again 
you'll know I’ve lost my mind. 

“T am sure I am now fitted for any dramatic 
or tragic role that can be presented on the stage. 
I am ready to throw my whole life and soul into 
the theatre again—that is, if anyone still wants 
to see me on the stage.” 

It was a dramatic and sweeping renunciation 
of love, and a farewell te tragedy, but both were 
to come back into the life of the petite actress— 
and into the life of the man who had killed for 


love of her. . 


Dorothy Mackaye’s declamation on the ferry 
boat that January day of 1929 was only the half- 
way point in the story of a tragic trio, with death 
eliminating two of its members, and grim deter- 
mination bringing the lone survivor back to 
Broadway as a star after an uphill fight that 
lasted 20 years. 


| hs prelude to tragedy took place in 1921 when 
Dorothy Mackaye, 21, married Ray Raymond, 
The Song & Dance Man, 11 years her senior. 
Raymond had been starred in “Little Jesse 
James,” and three editions of the Ziegfeld Follies. 
Dorothy, with the freckled and retrousse nose, was 
just making her mark in the lead of “Rose Marie.” 
Whether she was really in love with the flashy and 
self-assured Raymond was never brought out;

that she was impressed and awed by his proposal 
she readily admitted. 

Before their: one child, Valeria, reached the 
toddling stage, Derethy was regretting her mar- 
riage. The man, who amused people in the 
theatre, abused her in the home, she told inti- 
mates. He drank and he swung his fists until 
a separation occurred. 

Raymond went to Hollywood; Dorothy stayed 
on Broadway until 1925 when he sent her an 
urgent message that a big part in a motion sictare 
was awaiting her. She and Valeria hurried to the 
movie capital—but there was no part awaiting her. 
Raymond merely wanted her with him, and the 
domestic strife was resumed. 

Paul Kelly was in Hollywood. The same Paul 
Kelly she had known as a struggling kid actor, 
her own age, in New York. The same Paul Kelly 
who idolized Ray Raymond as the suave success 
of the musical comedy werld. 

Paul was doing all right in pictures but he was 
yearning for the sight of familiar faces. Ray 
Raymond and Dorothy welcomed him to their 
Hollywood home, and he had them up to his 
apartment. 

Hollywood, in the Roaring Twenties, was run- 
ning at feverish heat, with bath tub gin serving 
as fuel to keep the pot boiling. 


USBANDS and wives were often separated for 

weeks at a time because of location trips 
ordered by the studios. Ray Raymond and Doro- 
thy Mackaye were separated for long periods 
while he was on tour with stage productions. 

He came back from one tour on Christmas 
Day, 1926, to find the usual party in progress in 
his house. His flushed face and glazed eyes in- 
ae he had prepared for the festivities on the 
train 

The living room was full of guests but Ray- 
mond stopped in front of Paul Kelly. 

“Get out!” he shouted. “And stay out!” 

Kelly, six feet tall and physically fit at 180 
pounds, looked down on the smaller, older man. 

“I know why you want me to go,” Kelly said. 
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“You think I’m in love with your wife. And 
you're right!” . 
He left. The party continued and the breech 
widened between the two actors. Derothy and 
Paul centinued to meet. 
The Kelly-Raymond feud came to a head on 


Easter Saturday, 1927, when the young actor had. 


an afternoon party in his apartment. Dorothy 
was there, along with her friend, Helen Wilken- 
son, and Max Wagner, a bit player specializing 
in the portrayal of truck drivers and assistant 
gang leaders. 

They drank and Kelly started brooding over 
rumors that Raymond, his one-time idel, had been 
making derogatory statements about him. 

His Japanese servant, “Jungle,” had just 
served another round of drinks when Kelly 
grabbed the telephone. 

He called the Raymond home and The Song & 
Dance Man, as he was billed, answered. 

“Have you been talking about me again?” Kelly 
inquired. 

“Sure I have,” Raymond replied. “And I wish 
you were here right now so I could give you what 
you deserve.” 

Kelly grabbed his coat and started for the door, 


backhanding Wagner who tried to stop him. A 
few minutes later he rang the bell at the Ray- 
mond door, told the maid to send her master out 
to him. Raymond refused the challenge, invited 
Kelly inside. 

“Sit down,” Raymond told his pugnacious 
guest. “You’re younger than I am and 50 pounds 
heavier. I’ve been drinking and I haven’t eaten 
for two weeks.” 

They talked for a few minutes and then, ac- 
cording to Kelly, Raymond stood up and threat- 
ened to “get him.” Kelly started punching. Ray- 
mond was knocked down several times and was 
on the floor when Paul Kelly left to rejoin Dorothy 
and his other guests at his apartment. 


WS Dorothy Mackaye went home to her hus- 
band and daughter that night, she found Ray- 
mond dozing in bed. Next morning she found him 
on the floor, struggling to breathe. He was rushed 
to the hospital, kissed the wife he was just begin- 
ning to appreciate, made plans for a happy future 
—and fell into a coma that ended-in death. 

His death was first attributed to a nephritic 
condition; then Hollywood whispers about the 
fight reached the district attorney’s office in 
downtown Los Angeles. Paul Kelly was arrested 
on suspicion of murder. Dorothy Mackaye and a 
doctor who had attended Raymond in his,last 
hours were charged with compounding a felony 
in seeking to conceal circumstances surrounding 
Raymond’s death. 

An autopsy revealed that Ray Raymond had 
died from a hemorrhage, induced by the terrific 
blows Kelly had landed. 

Kelly went to trial first. The letters and tele- 
grams of endearment he had exchanged with an- 
other man’s wife were as damaging to his case 
as the autopsy report, and his pugilistic invasion 
of the other man’s home. 

His defense—-that Raymond had actually died 
from natural causes—didn’t convince the jury. He 


was found guilty of manslaughter and sentenced 
to serve a term of one to 10 years in San 
Quentin prison. 

The indictment against the doctor was dis- 
missed. Then Dorethy Mackaye was tried on the 
conspiracy charge, found guilty, and ordered to. 
the same prison for one to three years. 

Their reactions as they entered the forbidding 
institution on San Francisco bay were startling 
by contrast. 

“I can whip this,” said Paul Kelly, his chin 
jutting out more than usual. “I’m going to work 
and study and fight my way back; I don’t care 
how long it takes.” 

Dorothy Mackaye’s freckles seemed enlarged 
against the background of her pale face. 

“It doesn’t matter any more,” she sighed as the 
gates closed behind her. 


ELLY was put to work in the punishing jute 

mill; Dorothy sulked over a sewing machine 
for a time, then her spirits revived until she was 
producing little shows in the recreation hall, 
starring such performers as Clara Phillips, The 
Hammer Murderess. 

Paul and Dorothy never spoke of each other. 
They left the inference that they never cared to 
meet again. Their friends were not deceived. 

Dorothy Mackaye was released after ten 
months, to make her dramatic renunciation of 
love as reported earlier. 

Paul Kelly served two years and one month of 
his sentence. Terms of his parole stipulated (a) 
he could not be married for 18 months and (b) he 
was to take a job as a clerk at $30 a week. 

He tried the clerk’s job, then pleaded with the 
parole officer: 

“T’m an actor, not a clerk. Let me do what 
I’m best fitted to do and you won’t have to worry 
about my conduct.” 

So, whilé Dorothy was returning to starddém on 
the West Coast in “A Cup of Sugar,’ Paul went 
across the continent to be featured in a Broadway 
production, “The Nine-Fifteen Revue.” But his 
salary, the parole board stated, must not exceed 
$30 a week. 

Kelly grinned. “They don’t have to worry 
about my getting married on that,” he said. 


S SOON as his parole term expired, two things 

happened to Paul Kelly. His salary was 

jumped to $125 a week. And he married Dorothy 
Mackaye in New York on Feb. 10, 1931. 

“T’ll never act again,” said the bride. “I don’t 
want a career.’ I just want to be a good wife and 
mother.” : 

Dorothy, Paul and Valeria went back to Holly- 
wood, where the demand for Kelly’s services in 
the movies was growing steadily. But this time 
they didn’t settle in an apartment with a bootleg- 
ger around the corner. They bought a 45-acre 
ranch at Tarzana, the Edgar Rice Burroughs de- 
velopment some 20 miles from Hollywood. 

The infatuation that had sent them to prison 
had turned into a deep and tranquil love. Dorothy 
became-a ranch wife, with little Valeria helping 
in the orchards. while Paul Kelly kept getting 
better parts in the movies and on the stage. 

Tragedy left them alone for nine years: On 
January 5, 1940, it struck again. 

Derothy was returning from a trip to Los 
Angeles, alone in her car, when an automobile 
coming from the opposite direction swung over to 
her side of the road. She swerved off the high- 
way, into a ditch, and her Hight car turned over 
three times. 

She must have been in great pain as she pulled 
herself out of the driver’s seat—but Dorothy 
Mackaye, the actress, took the place of Dorothy 
Kelly, accident victim. 

She made her way to the ranch house, smiled 
as she told about the accident, and added: 

“And don’t worry about me. I’m all right.” 

Dorothy Mackaye Kelly wasn’t all right. Out- 
wardly her injuries seemed slight; internally, she 
was mortally wounded and her death was only 
a matter of hours. | 

Paul Kelly, home from the cemetery, could do 
one of two things: abandon the struggle and join 
the sodden parade of Hollywood has beens, or 
“whip this thing” as he had whipped his court- 
room ordeal and his penitentiary sentence. 


FORTIFIED by Dorothy’s last smile, by the 

memory of the freckles that arched like a rain- 
bow over her pain-drawn face, he started out 
again; if the show must go on, so too must the 
players. 

Once more he turned his back on Hollywood 
and the night life that offered him a chance to 
forget. Once more he went back to Broadway and 
the stage where his, and Dorothy’s, and Ray Ray- 
mond’s careers had blossomed. 

He found, in the starring role of the smash 
hit “Command Decision,” the part he could play 
authoritatively. As Brigadier General Dennis he 
was forced to send young pilots and gunners and 
navigators to almost certain death, bombing plants 
to shorten the war. 

Those of the first night audience who knew 
him and the tragic chapters of his life story, 
blinked suspiciously and cleared their throats 
during Act II when Paul Kelly, the actor, summed 
up the philosophy of Paul Kelly, the man: 

‘...it’s no fun to sit here and think about it.”

N that stormy night, 
Sarah Henley looked 
more like a lost waif than 
like the girl whose dark- 
eyed loveliness and _ slim 
grace had made her one of 
the most sought-after beau- 
ties of Bristol. That night 
her face was haggard with 
despair, for the man she 
loved had just jilted her. 
Swaying with the wind as 
it whipped her long skirts 
around her, she clung to 
the railing of the suspen- 
sion bridge, staring down

into the blackness of the 
river swirling 250 feet be- 
low.

But it 
was only a few weeks ago, 
at the age of 84, that she 
died—a natural death. In 
that 250-foot leap from the 
Clifton Suspension Bridge 
over the English River 
Avon 63 years ago, she lit- 
erally parachuted to safety. 

Sarah’s full skirt and 
petticoats were what saved 
her. When she jumped, her 
body turned a slow somer- 
sault—-and then the wind 
filled her clothing § and 
formed a parachute. Sarah 
was by this time’ uncon- 
scious from fright, but an 
observer said that her bil- 
lowing skirts carried her 
through the air and across 
the river to the Bristol side, 
where she bumped and 
skidded to a safe landing. 
She was still unconscious 
when found, but her only 
injury was a skinned elbow 
where she grazed the rail- 
ing at the start of her drop. 


F she had fallen head first 
instead of jumping, offi- 
cials said, she undoubtedly 
would have been killed—as 
everyone else has been who 
ever plummeted off the 
Clifton Bridge. 
Apparently Sarah changed 
her mind about wanting to 
end it all after that one at- 
tempt, for she never tried 
it again. Several years later 
she married John Lane of 
Bristol, had four children 
and led a happy, useful life. 
One of her old friends, 
the last one of her girlhood 
intimates, said the other 
day, “Sarah never referred 
to her jump and miraculous 
escape, but she became 
deeply religious soon after- 
wards. She must have been 
very grateful. Not every- 
one gets another chance.”

N ATTRACTIVE young woman who had 
A previously seemed well and gay unex- 
pectedly began to have spells of muteness, 
She would be doing her work as.a stenographer, 
in a Washington office, or talking with friends 
when, suddenly, she would become tongue-tied. 
She would sob in despair, unable to utter a 
Single word. 
These curious attacks first occurred about 
the tinfe she started thinking of getting married. 
Psychotherapy didn’t help her. Spells of mute- 


ness. became more frequent, and marriage was 


unthinkable. 

She was given a shock treatment, which con- 
sisted of passing an electric current through 
the brain. But that also failed. Her physicians 
decided to try a new type of brain surgery. 

This operation took only about 10 minutes, 
and it relieved the girl completely. It produced 
no noticeable change in her, otherwise. Grate- 
fully, her mother wrote to the surgeon, ““Thank 
God...my daughter is about to be married... 
I am the happiest mother in the world.” 

The operation was developed by Dr. Walter 
Freeman of the George Washington University, 
and the St. Elizabeth Hospital,. in Washington, 
D. C., who reported its use on 100 cases at a re- 
cent meeting of the American Psychiatric Associ- 
ation. 

It is called “trans-orbital lobotomy.” By 
“‘trans-orbital’’ (trans-or-bit-al) is meant “by- 
passing the eye-ball,” and “lobotomy” (lo-bot-o- 
me) means cutting or operating on the lobes of 
the brain. 

Dr. Freeman cuts certain tissues within the 
brain, by inserting the knife—a sharp, thin, long 
instrument—where the corner of the eye meets 
the dip of the nose (conjunctival sac), without 
touching the skin or piercing the eye-ball. 

Inside the brain the instrument is thrust 
upwards and backwards, and moved about as 
though cutting a cone. This is done on both 
sides of the face. 


The patient feels nothing while the brain 
tissues are being cut. This is because the sur- 
geon, before starting the operation, passes an 
electric current through the patient’s head, caus- 
ing total loss of consciousness. By the time the 
operation is finished, In about 10 minutes, the 
patient begins to “wake up” naturally. 

This new brain surgery takes less time, 
involves less operational risks and results in 
speedier recovery than does an earlier type 
of operation called prefrontal lobotomy. Also 
it produces much less disturbance in the mind, 
character, and personality of the patient. 

In the standard “prefrontal lobotomy” — 
meaning the cutting of the brain lobe tissues

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in the frontal part of the brain—the surgical 
cutting instrument is inserted through two holes 
drilled in the skull on both sides, above the 
temples. Inside the head the kflife cuts off 
certain tissues that connect the frontal lobe with 
the thalamus. : 

Several thousand patients suffering from in- 
sanity and a prey to abnormal, even criminal 
types of behavior, have been helped by pre- 
frontal lobotomy. 

Dr. Freeman and Dr. Watts, in Washington, 
Dr. James L. Poppen and Dr. John H. Dynes, 
in Boston, have abolished persistent pain by 
this method in a number of cases. 

One of Dr. Poppen’s patients was a New 
England housewife who had suffered from 
chronic headaches and facial pain, for the relief 
of which she had received morphine, until she 
had become an addict. After the hole-drilling 
operation she was relieved completely of her 
headaches, facial pain and drug addiction. 

Such hole-drilling lobotomy, however, in 
a small percentage of cases has caused disturb- 
ances of personality which are sometimes most 
distressing. According to Dr. Freeman the new, 
brief “‘trans-orbital” lobotomy is much less likely 
to cause such personality troubles. 

The briefer surgery at present is particularly 
recommended for insanity or behavior disorders 
which have not been of a longer duration than 
one year. 

Dr. John E. Scarff, of Columbia University, 
has developed a simpler pre-frontal lobotomy,

in which he drills the hole on one side of the 
head, and cuts the inner brain tissues through 
this aperture only. The method has been as 
effective as the two-sided lobotomy, in relieving 
most types of intolerable, persistent pain. 

An operation called “topectomy” (to-pek-to- 
me) has been developed jointly by a group 
known as the “Columbia (University) Graystone 
Associates.” It means “topical” surgery, that 
is the opening of the skull at a particular, pre- 
determined location on the head, and removal 
of the brain tissues of this region. 

The patient’s symtoms are correlated with 
disturbance in given brain areas, which alone 
are removed. In 24 cases of hopeless insanity, 
20 were cleared of symptoms. 

At Temple University, Philadelphia, Dr. Ern- 
est A. Spiegel and Dr. Henry T. Wycis drill 
through the brain with a hollow needle until it 
reaches into the lower brain structure called the 
thalamus, which is the controlling center of 
emotions. Cutting tissues of the thalamus, they 
believe, will remove the root cause of emotional 
abnormalities, without upsetting the higher 
brain centers, having to do with thinking and 
other personality characteristics.

The Marine Hospital radioed back: 

“Prepare for delivery as per Ship’s Manual.”

That didn’t help. He had consulted the man- 
ual and had found it somewhat technical. 

His predicament, then, and the story of the 
birth ef ‘a child without a. country,’ come to 
light now—two years after that emergency off 
Hatteras —through an action begun by the 
parents. They have asked the Immigration De- 
partment to declare the child a citizen. 

At the time of the emergency, the captain, a 
bachelor, moved quickly. He questioned the 
prospective parents. They were Portuguese by 
birth. .They had been living in the United States 
and after a trip.to Portugal were returning to it. 
The baby was To be their first. Their Lisbon 
doctor had assured them the child would not be 
born. until about Feb. 26, 1946—-and as the ship 
beat in toward the Chesapeake Capes, and the 
husband sought advice, it was only Feb. 8. 

“My wife is in pain,” he said. 

The captain called for volunteers. : 

Miss Miriam Janet Forbes, of San Luis 
Obispo, Calif., a former secretary at the Ameri- 
can Embassy in Lisbon, and Taylor W. McLean, 
of St. Louis, the ship’s purser, stepped forward. 

Two days passed, the captain sent an SOS. 

“From the Richard K. Call, Jeremiah McCar- 
thy, master, to anybody ... my position... 
500 miles out ... Possibility of difficult birth 
. . . Immediate assistance needed.” 

From the U. S. Coast Guard, Norfolk, to the 
Richard K. Call: 

‘‘Weather does not permit sending plane. Con- 
tact rescue ship, U.S.S. Beaufort. Can any one 
aboard deliver child ?”’ 

“No one can,” crackled the radio reply. 

That brought some sound counsel. 

‘“‘Above all, do not frighten patient. If pains 
are over three minutes and severe, she may have 
six grains of Nembutal...” There was no 
doubt then that the birth would be risky. 

No one was thinking, then, that the child 
might become the vital figure of an historic legal 
case. So great was the worry for the dark-eyed, 
brave expectant mother and the infant-to-come, 
no one cared whether the baby was to be born

in a country, on an ocean, or in any particular 
nation’s territorial waters. 

Thee ship’s cook, Jose Orrota, sterilized in- 
struments. Mrs. Alves was moved to his quarters. 

Then, from the Medical Officer, Norfolk, an- 
other radio message, in plenty of time: 

“After bahy is born, if not crying, spank.” 

The hours went slowly, on that Feb. 10, on 
the Richard K. Call, punctuated here and there 
by radio messages, one of which warned: “D 
not feed baby for 24 hours. Start mother on 
sulfadiazine, one gram four times a day.” 

Finally the Richard K. Call radioed: 

‘Male child born 7:15 EST. Mother and baby 
apparently normal.” 

On the ship, 480 miles east by southeast of 
Hampton Roads, at the entrance to Chesapeake 
Bay, they named him. They gave him Richard 
(for the. good ship) and McCarthy (for that 
good captain) and Alves (for his parents). 

The rescue ship, U.S. S. Beaufort, came along 
side. A doctor came aboard by breeches buoy. 

In Baltimore, mother and baby were taken 
to Johns Hopkins Hospital, and everything was 
all right—-except what was his nationality? 

His parents, living in New York, recently 
asked the Immigration Department through their 
attorney, Nicholas Intracaso, of Jersey City, 
N. J., to rule that he was an American. They 
pointed out that they lived here before he was 
born, and planned to continue to live here; that 
the father had his first naturalization papers; 


eand that the old interpretation of territorial 


waters, the three-mile limit was outmoded. 

Coast Guard ship masters have regarded 12 
miles out as territorial waters, they recalled, and 
they explained that the undersea continental 
shelf at places reaches 60 miles out. 

The three-mile limit, they said, was only the 
unreasonable description of this continent’s “‘ter- 
ritorial waters’ because long ago it was the 
distance a cannon could shoot. 

Yet the Immigration Department’s attitude 
in the past, fixing the three-mile limit as Amer- 
ican, left little Richard McCarthy Alves, at the 
time of this writing, a boy without a country, 
unless it be his parents’ long-forsaken Portugal. 

Many immigration cases bear this out. For 
example: A Chinese couple living in the United 
States visited China. On their way back to this 
country, a child was born to them at sea, on an 
American merchant ship. They expected he 
would be an American. The Immigration De- 
partment ruled he was not, so did a Federal 
Court; he had to be, if anything, Chinese. 

The case of Richard McCarthy Alves may 
some time lead to the upset of that law.

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Alice Hansen Is a Working Girl With a Big 
idea, Thanks to the Lessons She Learned 
From Her Father, Which Guided Her to 

Success in a Rugged Business

OME 25 years ago a New York banker and 

S investment broker, blond, Norwegian-born 

Arthur Hansen, made it a habit every day 

to talk over his deals with his little daughter, 

Alice. It was serious talk and it took place even 
on nights Papa got home late from business. 

As often as not, Alice was found, in her 
nightgown, her head on her father’s shoulder, 
absorbed in the intricacies of finance. Hansen 
repeated the axioms by which he lived: 

‘“Promptness,” Papa said, “insures credit.”’ 

“Life is a just employer. If you want to at- 
tain a high position, you must prepare yourself 
to meet the responsibilities,” 

“Your word is your bond.” 

“America is a generous land—to those who 
work. hard.” 

Alice’s father died when she was in her early 
teens and she promptly elected herself head of 
the family. .She would take care of her younger 
sister, Betty; her brother, Tom; and. her _ be- 
loved mother, Senta, who had stayed too close 
to her children’s sides ever to find out where 
American dollars come from. 

Just how well Alice Hansen learned her 
early lessons was not brought home to her fully 
until this year when a Texas tycoon called at- 
tention to her as the iron queen of America— 
a young woman in her 30s, making millions. 

In March, 1947, Miss Hansen had contracted 
for 105,000 tons of pig iron from the Lone Star 
Corporation of Rangerville, Tex. When Eugene 
B. Germany, president of Lone Star, reported 
to stockholders this year, he pointed out that 
pig*iron haderisen from $35 a ton in 1947 to $75 
a ton. And that already Miss Hansen had netted 
a profit of $2,000,000. 

Papa’s precepts, Miss Hansen says, backed

up her judgment*on the Lone Star deal, her big- 
gest venture up to that time. 

As president of the Pittsburgh Mill Steel 
Company, she had sold iron. ore to the Army, 
the Navy, to shipyards on both our coasts and to 
basic industries for years.. She was used to 
talking turkey in seven figures, but the Lone 
Star was a challenge. 

Some steel men took it for granted from 
past experience that pig iron made from South- 
ern ore would not be comparable to pig iron 
made fram high grade Northern ore. Miss Han- 
sen flew’ to Texas to find out for herself. After 
months Of work, she made up her mind. The ore 
was good. The deal went through. 

Somé apprehensive associates thought she 
was behaving just like a stubborn woman, ask- 
ing advice and then going right ahead with 
what she had planned to do in the first place. 
Others, Knowing her grasp of financial prob- 
lems, her nerve, and her shrewdness in large- 
scale deals, began wondering if they had a 
wizard in their midst. 

Miss Hansen started in business in 1941 
when she bought a steel warehouse in the 
Bronx, N. Y. Into it went the family inheritance 
and, all she could borrow, a total of $25,000. 
Alice Hansen had determined that steel was her 
meat when she wrote a thesis on Andrew Car- 
negie while atf€nding the Business School of 
New York University. 

She was fascinated by the relationship of 
steel to basic industries. 

She crammed on economic trends, the metal- 
lurgy of steel and, among other things, the com- 
plex problems of transportation. 

She found her supplies, developed her credit 
and kept her word. 

She worked twice as hard as any man, she

explained, but the four young men in her New 
York office sometimes had reason to suspect 
that was an understatement. In addition to 
traveling some 20,000 to 30,000 miles a year, 
Miss Hansen demonstrated she could keep four 
of them on their toes 60 hours a week, run cor- 
ferences in three offices at the same time, and 
show up fresher than a debutante in the morning. 

When war came Alice Hansen made her 
own private pact: 

‘Please God, maybe I can help. I will work 
seven days a week and every week, but take 
care of the boys—and my brother.” . 


She believed that if she kept her part of the 
bargain, her brother might come through safely. 
Her office was open 24 hours a day while her 
sister supervised the handling of tons of ore at 
the Bronx warehouse. 

Miss Hansen supplied steel for cargo vessels 
constructed for the U. S. Army at Camden, 
N. J. She understood the urgency of immediate 
repairs for torpedoed ships. She cherished a 
telegram from a New Jersey foundry, thanking 
her for expediting a shipment of ore. It had 
meant putting 400 men back to work. 

Miss Hansen's brother, Lieut. E. Thomas 
Hansen, came through. 

Alice Hansen said in a recent interview with 
The American Weekly that despite her arduous 
duties as president of the Pittsburgh Mill Steel 
Company she manages to find time for fun— 
deep-sea fishing off Florida, the theatre, danc- 
ing and good food, which she loves. 

Though business has been her whole life, 
marriage, she said, was not necessarily out. 
Miss Hansen was going around with a young 
man she liked and one could infer that before 
long she might edge business over a little bit 
to make room for a husband.

NE ranch house, in the lonely cattle coun- 
© try of Oregon’s Jordan Valley,.couldn’t 
hold all three of them. The middle-aged 
rancher, Willis David Broadhurst, didn’t even 
suspect it. But his red-haired bride, ~ Gladys 
Elaine Broadhurst, knew, and the ranch’s tall, 
blue-eyed cowboy, Alvin Lee Williams, knew. 

The woman spoke of it first, said the cowboy 
later in court. Riding home with him from town 
one night she mentioned it directly, he said. 

They had just seen a husband slain, on the 
screen, by his wife’s confederate. 

“It’s too bad something like that can’t hap- 
pen to the doctor!” said Mrs. Broadhurst, the 
cowboy later testified. She meant the rancher, 
who was a retired chiropractor. 

After that, he said, they spoke often of death, 
and on an October day in 1946 he ambushed the 
rancher and killed him with a .12 gauge shotgun. 

For this, both he and Mrs. Broadhurst were 
sentenced to life terms in the Oregon State Peni- 
tentiary, she found guilty of first degree murder 
on a jury’s verdict, he guilty of second degree 
murder on his own plea. 

Two years later, a sequel to their trial raised 
a vital point of law, and the case of the bride’s 
inheritance probably will be remembered when 
details of the murder are long forgotten. 

Broadhurst, 51 at the time he was killed, was 
well-to-do, a familiar, robust figure in eastern 
Oregon and the neighboring part of Idaho. Forty- 
two-year-old Mrs. Broadhurst was the daughter 
of an Idaho land trader and had known the 
*Doc”’ casually when she was a girl. 

On May 20, 1946, “Doc” gave up his long 
bachelorhood and brought the red-haired Gladys 
Elaine home from Reno as his wife. 

Four months later he made a will, bequeathing 
his entire estate, $146,573.45, to Gladys Elaine, 
who previously had been ‘married five times. 

Less than a month later, on Oct. 15, 1946, 
“Doc”? was murdered. 

The cowboy, Williams, 23, confessed the kill-

ing, but Mrs. Broadhurst stood trial, with Wil- 
liams testifying against her. 

They had considered three murder plans, he 
said: To “lose’’ the rancher on the range, to kill 
him while elk hunting, and to ambush him. They 
had decided on the ambush plan, and while on an 
auto trip they were married. 

“We figured that after ‘Doc’ was declared 
dead and his estate went to her, we could get 
married again,’”’ Williams testified. 

On the day of the killing, Williams lay in 
wait for Broadhurst on the road between Cald- 
well, Idaho, and the ranch in Oregon. There, 
inside the Oregon boundary, he fired the fatal 
blast. He hid the body, returned to Mrs. Broad- 
hurst (he later testified) and told her. 

“Good,” she said, according to his testimony. 

When the rancher’s will was filed for pro- 
bate, his three sisters rose against it. They 
raised a point of law. They—Mrs. Anna Adams, 
Mrs. Sarah Allen and Mrs. Bertha Jack, all of St. 
Anthony, Idaho—filed suit to contest it. 

The Oregon statute said: 

“‘No person who feloniously takes, or causes 
or procures another so to take, the life of-an- 
other shall inherit from such person, or receive 
any interest whatsoever in the estate of the 
decedent as surviving spouse.”’ 

In its light, Mrs. Broadhurst seemed to have 
no claim to the bequest, no dower right, nothing. 
For the statute said she, if guilty of ‘“‘procuring“ 
the murder of her husband, could not receive 
“any interest whatsoever” in his estate. 

The three sisters claimed all of the estate. 
Mrs. Broadhurst, in prison, retained an attorney, 
and sought the estate, she said, because she

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was innocent of crime and because she wanted to 

use part of the money to make a legal fight for 

her freedom. The Oregon Supreme Court this 

— denied her appeal from the murder ver- 
ict. 

Meanwhile, in the extraordinary matter of 
the protested will, the sisters and the red- 
haired widow finally reached an agreement. In 
June of this year the sisters filed a petition 
asking that the will be readmitted to probate. 

With the petition was a settlement agree- 
ment. It said the sisters would withdraw their 
objections to the will provided that the rancher’s

and personal effects be conveyed to them. It 
said Mrs. Broadhurst agreed. 

This left Mrs. Broadhurst a winner—not a 
full winner, but victorious enough to receive the 
whole Jordan Valley ranch, worth somewhat 
more than a third of the rancher’s entire estate. 

Both the probate courts in Oregon and Idaho 
gave the agreement their tacit approval and the 
will was readmitted to probate. 

The ranch was sold for $51,000 and the 
money placed in trust for Mrs. Broadhurst. But 
she can not do much with it. The law allows 
her to spend only $10 a month for anything 
brought to her cell. | 

That fight was carried on by her attorney, 
with the widow still in her cell. In the same 
prison was. the cowboy. 

If the state has its way, they will stay 
there for their life sentences and they will 
never meet. The $51,000 will do the cowboy 
no good, and if the state wins the appeal, the 
money will be of little use to the widow. 

Meanwhile, a movement was started to 
amend the state’s inheritance law, which hap- 
pens to be one of the most specific, as it is, in 
the United States.

T ALL started at a Cleveland party when a 
prominent manufacturer heard a pretty young 


girl’s promising contralto voice and decided, 


to sponsor her career. But it led to a Miami 
court fight. over an $18,000 diamond braceiet 
which the girl claimed was a gift and the man 
Said was only a “prop” to aid her career. 

The girl was Dorothy K. Brown, one-time 
protegee of Cleveland multimillionaire H. P. 
Collins; who first filed criminal charges, accusing 
her of embezzling the bracelet, and then brought 
a civil action to restrain her from selling the 
ornament. 

In dismissing the criminal charges, Judge 
Ben C. Williard—apparently taking the position 
that in this case, at least, ‘“‘love’s little gifts” 
belonged to the recipient—-said: 

“There’s too much sweetheart stuff in this. 
The court finds the defendant not guilty.”’ 

Collins then attempted to recover the brace- 
let through his civil suit. 


According to, testimony at the criminal trial, 


Collins, president of nearly 70 corporations scat- 
tered around the country, and the attractive 
Miss Brown had been friends for more than 
three years. 

She had, -according to Collins, a pleasing 
contralto voice and his company in Cleveland 
hired her at a salary of $1,000 a month, plus 
expenses, so she would be able to cultivate her 
voice on company time and at company expense. 

Plans were to make her a radio star and 
they progressed so far that she was auditioned 
and made several records before Petrillo’s rec- 
ord-making ban. 


During all this time, Collins gave her various. 
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articles of jewelry, which, he told the court, 
were to be used only to aid her career. 

Miss Brown’s voice training and her friend- 
ship with Collins began to backslide in the 
spring of 1948, the court was told, when the 
Singer pleaded illness and asked to go to Florida. 

She reached Miami in early March and Col- 
lins followed about April 1. It was then that 
she received the $18,000 bracelet. 

Soon after Dorothy received the bracelet, 
according to testimony, she disappeared with 
her mother. Collins put detectives on her trail 
but she showed up eventually, accompanied by 
her mother. After conferring with him, he said, 
she promised to return that evening with the 
bracelet, but did not . He did not see 
her again until the trial. Under cross-examina- 
tion, the Cleveland manufacturer said he was 
“one of Miss Brown’s sweethearts.” 

As for the bracelet and other items of jewel-

ry, estimated to be worth $30,000 all told, 


Collins said: 


“They were only loaned to her. The insur- 
ance is in my name. 

“They were loans, not gifts. They were 
props. She even complained about the stones 
not being blue enough, and. she wanted them of 
larger carat.” 

The court, however, found for Miss Brown 
and dismissed the criminal charges. 

The case recalled the story of Frieda Hempel, 
grand opera prima donna, and the late August 
Heckscher, millionaire philanthropist. 

Heckscher heard Madame Hempel sing and 
was so impressed he agreed to pay her $48,000 
a year for life, to sing only for him. In a 
subsequent compromise agreement, the figure

was cut to $15,000 a year. After Mr. Heck- 
scher’s death, the internal revenue department 
ordered his estate to pay taxes on $154,125, 
which was the amount the executors estimated 
she was due under the agreement, on the basis 
of life expectancy.

LBERT EDWARD DE PALMA, one-time 
A New York City poor boy, who became 

head of his own Canadian gold mine secur- 
ities company, with $1,000,000 in Canadian 
banks, owner of a $250,000 mansion in Toronto, 
a $150,000 plane and three cars, flew into New 
York one day ‘‘to get in touch with his girl.” 

He had found gold in Canada, but not in the 
hills. It had been several years since he had 
visited the States and he was looking forward 
to a pleasant vacation. 

Federal agents were watching for him and 
trailed him to a Park Ave. hotel. Five minutes 
after his arrival there was a knock on his door: 

“Let’s go, De Palma. We've waited a long 
time. But you'll face the rap now,” he was told. 

The charge was using the mails to defraud 
through sale of worthless mining stocks. The in- 
dictment was issued in Cleveland, Ohio. It speci- 
fied 14 imstances of alleged fraudulent sales. 
Five agencies—Post Office, Securities & Ex- 
change Commission, the United States Attorney 
General and police cooperated in the arrest. 

Seizure of De Palma was part of a nation- 
wide drive to halt the stream of worthless stocks 
being sold with immunity from over the Cana- 
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dian border. Promoters had used reports of gold 
discoveries to clean up in the securities field. 
De Palma was accused of having sold $3,000,- 


_000 of worthless shares in two years. He was 


under indictment in seven states. As long as he 
remained in Canada, and operated from there, 
he was Safe. 

There is no extradition treaty between the 
United States and Ontario covering stock swin- 
dling charges. The existing treaty was signed in 
1906 when there were no Ontario laws dealing 
with worthless mine stock sales. 

De Palma, arraigned before a United States 
Commissioner, was released on $50,000 bail. 

When the case was called a month later, 
De Palma’s lawyer told the Commissioner: 

“T have been informed by my client that he 
will not return to face trial.” | 

The Commissioner declared his $50,000 bail 
forfeit. The law could not reach him. 

In an interview published in Toronto, De 
Palma said: 

“Better to lose $50,000 than to get in the 
clutches of those guys down there in the States 
and probably never come back to Canada.” 

The U. S. Attorney’s records show De Palma

was born Edward Zukor, in Africa. His father 
was a diamond merchant. He was brought to 
New York when four years old. He began his 
career when 21 as a used-car salesman. His old 
friends, to whom he was “Eddie,”’ said of him: 

“Eddie was good. He could sell anything. He 
always was talking of making a pile. He couldn’t 
see anything but a million ahead.”’ 

He next sold oil rights. The first complaint 
against him came in 1938. He was indicted in 
Cortland, N. Y., on a charge of unloading $5,000 
in worthless stock on two women, retired New 
York school teachers. De Palma returned the 
money and went free. 

De Palma’s method, the postal authorities 
charge, and which he has admitted, was to in- 
corporate an undWeloped mining claim or pros- 
pect in which there might be some gold or pre- 
cious metal. The usual stock issue was 3,000,000 
shares. He would take 1,200,000 shares and 
contract to turn over to the Company five to ten 
cents a share for any balance he would sell. 

Then his educational “campaign” with pam- 
phlets by mail, on which the indictments are 
based, would begin. During. one selling cam- 
paign, Peg Tantalum Mines, he sent 500,000 
letters to the United States and Alaska at a cost 
of $40,000. Tantalum is a rare metal used in 
steel making. Federal authorities charge the 
mine never has been operated. 

His letters tried to sell nothing. They told of 
rich tantalum and gold finds, how some invest- 
ors had bought stock at 35 cents a share and 
later sold it for $15 a share. He offered to give 
financial a‘vice free. 

“T hay othing to hide,” De Palma told an 
interviewer. ““Where did I get the names? Bought 
them. Sucker lists, I suppose you’d call them. 
Cost me a penny a name.” 

On one floor of De Palma’s brokerage house 
was a “Boiler Room,” several desks equipped 
with phones. The floor was piled high with pro- 
motion literature. A sign on the wall read, 
“The fellow whe doesn’t mind his own busi- 
ness has no mind or no business.”’ 

He turned his salesmen loose on his pros- 
pect list. Direct long distance calls were made 
to California, New York and other states, urging 
purchases from $100 up. From time to time, 
he arbitrarily advanced the 35-cent price to 75 
cents and $1 a share. Rising quotations were 
phoned repeatedly. The prospect could see a 
fortune escaping him unless he bought quickly. 

The U. S. Attorney's investigation revealed 
that in some cases his salesmen made $50,000 a 
year. Telephone bills ran $2,000 a week. 


SUCKERS 
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The indictments charge that in one operation 
De Palma disposed of 3,000,000 shares to U. S. 
investors at 20 to 26 cents a share. The prop- 
erty has not been worked. In another he bought 
stock at 15 cents a share and sold it at $1 to $3 
a share. Nothing ever was produced. 

New York State Attorney General Nathaniel 
L. Goldstein, commenting on De Palma, warned: 

“Canada is a good neighbor and the Canadian 
Securities Commission always has offered whole- 
hearted cooperation, but the unhappy truth of 
the matter is that Canada is still an excellent 
base of operations for swindlers because of the 
ineffectual stock laws of the great province of 
Ontario, the narrow scope of the Canadian Stock 
Act as a whole, and the present limited range of 
the U. S.-Canadian extradition arrangement. 

“On the stock sales, usually 90 cents of every 
$1 goes into the operator’s pocket. In the major- 
ity of these stock frauds, the perpetrator can- 
not be extradited now to face his American vic- 
tim. De Palma’s operation is typical. 

“American investors should examine offers 
of Canadian mining stock with utmost caution.” 

De Palma, in Toronto, remains serene and 
untouchable. The only hope U. S. authorities 
have to end wildcat stock sales is a change in 
the extradition treaty.

In the ensuing proceedings, -the prisoner of- 
fered to plead guilty to murder in the second 
degree. When State’s Attorney William F. Fitz- 
gerald opposed this, Zukauskas chose to be tried 
before three judges rather than a jury. 

Fitzgerald held that the patrolman planned to 
kill Mrs. Plungis from the moment she accosted 
him. He asserted that after she was shot the 
first time, the woman, sensing her danger, in- 
sisted that Mrs. Zukauskas accompany them to the 
hospital. 

- Public Defender Edward T. Carmody main- 
tained that the shots had been fired in a blind 
rage, and without any semblance of premedita- 
tion. He held that Zukauskas had broken under 
stress greater than he could endure, and that 
the woman had goaded him into shooting her. 


THE judges—John H. King, Howard W. Alcorn 

and Frank P. MeAvoy—found for the prosecu- 
tion and ruled that the man should die. After 
numerous postponements, the date was fimally set 
for April 11, 1946, 

Attorney Carmody and Mrs. Zukauskas re- 
doubled their efforts to save his life. Even In- 
spector Bendler joined their side. In the end they 
won out. On April 9 the state board of pardons 
commuted the sentence to life imprisonment. 

The warden at Wethersfield reports that Fran- 
nie Zukauskas is “working every day and be 
having himself.”

N June 30, 1948, at Sotheby’s famous auc- 
tion rooms in London, the original let- 
ters of the poet Shelley to his college 

friend, Thomas Jefferson Hogg, were sold to the 
highest bidders. Hogg’s great-nephew, Major R. 
J. Jefferson Hogg, to whom the letters belonged, 
was present at the sale. 

What ghosts must have been present also! 
The ghost of the great poet, of course, who 
wrote the letters: the ghost of the friend who in- 
cluded some of them, rather inaccurately, in the 
unfinished biography of Shelley for which he is 


Chaperoned by

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now chiefly remembered; the ghost of Harriet 
Westbrook, the girl-wife whom Shelley loved— 
for a while—and Hogg would have been glad 
to steal away from him. 

The ghost also of Shelley’s father, Sir Timo- 
thy, respectable member of Parliament, who 
was astonished and embarrassed to have a genius 
for a son; the ghost also of Shelley’s grand- 
father, Sir Bysshe, not at all respectable, a prac- 
tical politician who was knighted for practical 
services to his party, and who established the 
family fortune by eloping with twe heiresses in 
succession. 

Surely somewhere in the background hovered 
the adventurous spirit of plain Mr, Timothy 
Shelley, the poet’s great-grandfather, who by 
migrating to America made certain that his off- 
spring, Sir Bysshe, the practical politician and 
heiress-specialist, should be born in Newark, N. J. 

Whether the sale of the Shelley letters was 
attended by ghosts of the Hogg family may be 
doubted. The presence of the Major, owner 
of the correspondence, was probably sufficiept. 


TH Thomas Jefferson Hogg to whom the 
letters were written was the eldest son of 
John Hogg, a barrister-at-law of Lincoln's Inn, 
who must have sympathized with the American 
colonists, since he named his son after the 
author of the Declaration of Independence. 
Harriet Westbrook, who figured largely in 
Shelley's letters to Hogg, and in the lives of the 
two friends, was the daughter of a retired 
tavern-keeper. When Shelley and Hogg met her 
she was a handsome girl of 16, a student at Miss 
Fenning’s school on Clapham Common, which 
Shelley’s sisters, Mary and Helen, also attended. 
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The Full Story of His Disas- 
trous Marriage to Harriet 
Westbrook Is Revealed for 
the First Time in the Recently 
Sold Letters He Wrote to 
Hogg. His College Friend 
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Harriet had a sister, Eliza, older and not so 
guileless, whose scheming may have brought 
about the marriage with Shelley, and then may 
have wrecked it. 

In 1810 Shelley and Hogg, enrolled as fresh- 
men in University College, Oxford, chanced to 
meet in the College Dining Hall. Both boys were 
well-trained in the Classics. Shelley had a special 
interest. in the sciences; Hogg, expecting to be a 
lawyer, like his father, pretended to consider- 
able knowledge of jurisprudence and philosophy. 
They soon visited each other’s room in the Col- 
lege quadrangle, and Hogg left an unforgettable 
picture of his new friend’s quarters. 

“Books, boots, papers, shoes, philosophical 
instruments, clothes, pistols, linen, crockery, 
ammunition, and phials innumerable, with 
money, stockings, prints, crucibles, bags and 
boxes, were scattered on the floor and in every 
place, as if the young chemist, in order to an- 
alyze the mystery of creation, had endeavored 
first to construct the primeval chaos. 

“The tables, and especially the carpet, were 
already stained with large spots of various hues, 
which frequently proclaimed the agency of fire. 


An electrical machine, an air pump, the gal- 
vanic trough, a solar microscope, and large 
glass jars and receivers, were conspicuous 
amidst the mass of matter. 

“Upon the table by his side were some books 
lying open, several letters, a bundle of new pens, 
and a bottle of Japan ink, that served as an ink- 
stand; a piece of deal, lately part of the lid of 
a box, and a handsome razor that had been used 
as a knife. 


ajt SEEMED but too probable that in the rash 
ardor of experiment he would one day set 
the college on fire, or that he wov!d blind, maim 
or kill himself by the explosion of combustibles.

Pitching a No-Hit Game: 

Chalk That Victory Up for 
Alcoholics Anonymous.” 
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By Gordon Cobbledick 


ONALD PAUL BLACK was be- 
» comingly modest after pitching 

a no-hit game against the 
Philadelphia Athletics on July 10, 
1947, but his humility took none of 
the traditional forms. 

What he said was—and there was 
a touch of grimness in the way he 
Said it: “You can chalk that victory up 
for Alcoholics Anonymous.” 

To pitch a no-hit game in these 
days of power-hitting demands a rare 
combination of skill, endurance, in- 
telligence and plain luck. The pre- 
A. A. Don Black could have contri- 
buted none of them. 

Like the thousands of other ex- 
drunks who have banded themselves 
together for mutual protection in 
Alcoholics Anonymous, Black asks 
and accepts no personal credit for the 
startling reformation that lifted him 
from the brink of obscurity into the 
company of baseball’s immortals.. 

Black didn’t drink because it was 
fun. He drank because he couldn't 
help himself. But Alcoholics Anony- 
mous helped him as it has helped 
thousands. 

In his gratitude, Black has volun- 
tarily renounced his anonymity that 
is one of the foundation stones of 
A. A., in order to publicize the job 
that the organization can do for the 
thousands who are afflicted as he was. 

Connie Mack, 85-year-old manager 
of the Athletics, was easily the most 
surpri person in the Cleveland 
Stadium the night Don Black shut 
out his hard-hitting team without a 
hit or anything resembling one. 

Connie, noted for his patience 
with baseball’s problem children, lost

patience with Black after several 


years of trying to induce him to give 
up liquor and capitalize on his base- 
ball talents. Connie appealed to Don’s 
pride, to his peeketbook and to his 
sense of loyalty to his wife and two 
pretty young daughters. Nothing 
worked. 

The Athleties finally were glad to 
let Black go to the Cleveland Indians. 

In 1946 Black won only ene game 
for Cleveland. He was shipped down 
the river to Milwaukee where, against 
minor league opposition, he lost five 
games, won none. ' 

Shortly after Don had been sent 
to the minors, Bill Veeck, a 32-year- 
old ex-marine whose father had been 
president of the Chicago Cubs, or- 
ganized a syndicate that bought the 
Cleveland franchise. Veeck knew 
how badly the Indians needed 
pitchers, and he knew that the 
alcoholic Black couldn’t help them. 
But he also knew about A, A. 

When the Milwaukee season ended 
Veeck asked Black to stop off: in 
Cleveland on his way to his Virginia 
home. He and his business manager, 
Rudy Shaffer, talked long and earn- 
estly with the wayward pitcher. They 
found only one encouraging sign: 
Black admitted despairingly that the 
stuff had him licked. 

“Not if you can say that,” Veeck 
assured him. . 

He sent for some representatives 
of Alcoholics Anonymous. They told 
Don that every one of them had been 
a drunken sot who had been restored 
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to a respected place in the community 
through the understanding offices of 
A. A. With a shrug that said: “What 
can I lose?” Don agreed to give it a 
trial. 

Veeck obtained a winter job for 
him im Cleveland and the A. A. 
organization went to work. 

Don made his first semi-public 
appearance at a dance given by Veeck. 
Some acquaintances failed to recog- 
nize the good-looking, clear-eyed man 
who, accompanied by a pretty young 
woman, smiled a hello, asked if he 
might sit at their table, and ordered a 
coke, 

The acquaintances responded with 


a vague “good evening,” prepared to. 


resume sipping their highballs and 
then, with a “double take“ straight 
from the Hollywood studios, saw that 
the late arrivals were Don Black and 
his wife, Betty. 

Don’s first pitching assignment 
in the 1947 season was against the De- 
troit Tigers. He won, 5 to 3, but it was 
a tough game. In one of the middle 
innings, when he was engaged in 
pitching his way out of a jam, a 
press box cynic speculated: “I wonder 
what he’d give for a slug of bourbon.” 

Black answered the question later 
with a smile. 

“All I wanted in that spot was a 
fresh stick of chewing gum. Bour- 
bon doesn’t even tempt me.” 

Later he was subjected to a stiffer 
test when he lost a successien of ex- 
tremely well-pitched games through 
the batting weakness of his team- 
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mates. Bui A. A. was still on the job 
to encourage him. 

“T’m living a new life,” Black said 
recently. “I’m beginning to appre- 
ciate fri I almost ruined. 
Physically, ’'m 100 per cent improved. 
I’m grateful to a lot of folks in and 
out of A. A. who helped to keep me 
from sliding all the way down.” 

Betty Black’s eyes were moist as 
she added her testimony: 

“Tt’s hard to put into words. Just 
say we're happy now.” 

With the 1948 season well under 
way, Black was pitching well for 
Cleveland and still a total abstainer. 

Black is not the first ball player 
to be saved by Alcoholics Anonymous. 
Rollie Hemsley was a_ notorious 
drunkard when, several years ago, he 
placed himself in the hands of A. A. 
At that time there was no A. A. 
group in Cleveland, and Hemsley had 
to go to Akron to. meetings. Today 
Cleveland has more than 70 groups 
with memberships up to 300 in each. 

Like Black, Hemsley: gladly sur- 
rendered the anonymity to which he 
was entitled, and through the pub- 
licity attending his reclamation was 
largely responsible for saving many 
prominent Clevelanders from _al- 
coholism. Both players agree with 
medical authorities that alcoholsm is 
a disease and that no stigma attaches 
to one who allows it to be known. 
that he has been cured. 

It is a peculiarity of A. A. that 
its members make no effort to sell 
total abstinence. 

“If you can drink and handle it,” 


they say, “you’re lucky. We wish we 


could.” 
Don Black doesn’t even wish he 
could. He isn’t interested.

thing in the cup into which I was about to pour 
tea, I was induced to look into it. I found a 
seven-shilling piece partly dissolved by the aqua 
regia in which it was immersed.” 

Shelley’s letters have little to say about his 
own eccentric habits, or about the appearance 
of his rooms; they are more concerned, natur- 
ally, with his collision with the college authori- 
ties, and his expulsion from Oxford, along with 
his friend. Hogg gives a fine account of the 
incident at its climax, but we must reconstruct 
for ourselves the preliminaries. 

Shelley always had fantastic plans for im- 
proving mankind, not only for bettering social 
and material conditions, but for wiping out al- 
together ignorance and superstition. 

One night in March, 1811, when Hogg was 
with him, the poet entertained his guest, we un- 
derstand, with a monologue on this large theme. 
The worst errors of mankind, he told Hogg, are 
too often bound up with the noblest aspirations; 
degrading superstitions too often are inter- 
twined with exalted religious faith. Having il- 
lustrated this embarrassing plight from antiq- 
uity, from the Middle Ages, from his own day, 
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Shelley proceeded. fluently to sketch what he 


considered the obvious and simple remedy. 

Mankind should believe nothing at all for a 
generation or perhaps longer. Much valuable 
truth would be lost,-but also all the surplus bag- 
gage of superstition. Mankind could then start 
fresh and believe cautiously and critically what- 
ever truth, after the long expunging test, still 
seemed valid and essential. 

Somewhere at this point Hogg thanked his 
host for an interesting evening, said good-night, 
and went home to bed. He made a practice, when 
calling on his inspired friend, to leave always 
not later than two in the morning. 

He soon forgot the incident, but three or four 
days later Shelley put into his hands a small 
pamphlet entitled The Necessity of Atheism. 
Hogg recognized the improvised mono- 
logue, now thoroughly and brilliantly recast. 

“If I were you,” he said, “I wouldn’t let this 
come under the eyes of conservative folk unac- 
customed to new ideas.” 


SHELLEY replied cheerfully, and perhaps with 
youthful pride in his own sincerity, that he 
had mailed the pamphlet to every bishop in the 


English Church, and to the head of every college - 


in Oxford. 

Remefnber that we are telling the story of a 
boy hardly more than eighteen years old, still 
a freshman in college, and as some people insist, 
mentally a freshman all his life. Perhaps—but 
what a freshman! 

Years later Matthew Arnold, sacrificing a 
good deal for a tricky rhetorical phrase, spoke 
of Shelley as “a beautiful but ineffectual angel.” 
There is considerable disagreement with the 
statement that he was ineffectual. 

Whatever he believed he put into immediate 
eg Since he was frequently in error, he 

y effectual. The danger fell on 
himself, but too often on others as well. 

The authorities of University College 
promptly expelled him. Hogg told the ruffled 
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dons that he had listened to the ideas of the 
pamphlet without protesting, and therefore 
might be considered an accessory. They expelled 
him, too. 

The two boys went to London and found 
temporary lodgings. Shelley’s father was at first 
not inclined to take too seriously either the 
pamphlet or the expulsion. Nothing in his char- 
acter or in his experience of. political life led 
him to believe that a man necessarily meant 
what he said. 


H TOLD his son to return at once to Oxford, 

apologize to the constituted authorities, and 
make it clear that he retracted from the pam- 
phlet anything that could offend anybody. Sir 
Timothy was a member of the English Church, 
which was wise since he enjoyed being also a 
member of Parliament. 

But his son knew that Sir Timothy was not 
a believer in the doctrines of Christianity; he 
merely considered it prudent for political and 
social reasons not to line up frankly with ag- 
nostics or atheists, among whom he belonged. 

Shelley rejected his worldly parent’s advice 
to be a prudent hypocrite. Father and son had a 
stormy conference, Sir Timothy lost his tem- 
per, disowned his boy, and cut him off without 
a penny. 

Shelley’s sisters, Mary and Helen, took his 
part against their father. They even made sur- 
reptitious contributions to his support out of 
their allowances, and the obliging messenger 
who conveyed the funds was Harriet Westbrook. 
A letter-which she had written, or one which 


- he had written to her, was discovered by the 


headmistress, who forbade any further com- 
munication with so wicked a young man. 

Harriet conveyed to the spmpathetic poet 
the news that she too was the victim of perse- 
cution. Since her troubles were incurred, as it 
were, for his sake, and since their fortunes were 
similar, and since in addition she was good-look- 
ing, what could be more obvious than that they 
ought to unite their destinies? 

Harriet astonished Shelley by the readiness 
with which she agreed. She was even willing to 
unite their destinies without a marriage cere- 
mony. He felt it would be dishonorable to marry 
without the usual formalities. He called fre- 
quently at the Westbrook house to talk it over, 
and big sister Eliza invariably welcomed him 
cordially, found a secluded corner where the 
two could plan their future undisturbed, hung 
around until the conversation was on the theme 
of love and fate, and left them to themselves. 

Toward the end of August, 1811, Shelley and 
Harriet eloped to Edinburgh, where they were 
married. In a few days Hogg joined them, just 
in the spirit of cordial friendship. When Shelley 
went back to London on a hasty trip to raise 
some money, Harriet sent for big sister Eliza, 
who never again left the Shelley household until 
it was completely broken up. Eliza said Harriet 
needed her protection from the dishonorable 
proposals of Hogg. Shelley gave his opinion of 
Eliza in a letter to Hogg dated March 16, 1814.

Thanks to Eliza, whom Harriet admired 
greatly, Shelley and his wife were separated. 

During this estrangement he met Mary God- 
win. Whether or not Harriet was unfaithful to 
him, as many have believed, he and Mary God- 
win were in love with each other. Together they 
went to Switzerland. 

Shelley wrote Harriet asking if she would 
come and live with him and Mary as “a sister of 
my soul.” A few weeks later, he wrote- again, 
asking if she would send him $120. 

Harriet declined both requests. Then, on’ Nov. 
10, 1816,—she committed suicide by drowning. 
Shelley promptly married Mary. She proved a 
devoted wife, but his conscience tortured him 
about Harriet. 

Thomas Love Peacock, in a well-known pas- 
sage, says he was walking with Shelley, some 
time later, when the poet suddenly fell into a 
gloomy reverie, from which Peacock tried in 
vain to rouse him. “The next day he said to me:

Yet, with 
the devoted help of her mother, 
she received a Bachelor of Arts De- 
gree from the University of Washing- 
ton in 1946 and this year won her Mas- 
ter’s Degree. 

Here is her story:

E stood looking up the broad staircase, 
W my feet getting colder by the minute. 
“Go on,’ Mother prompted. “We'll 
never make that 8 o’clock class at this rate.” 
She had one arm tight around my waist, and 
with the other hand she gripped the banister, 
steadying us both, I lifted one foot uncertainly, 
then the other. The first step was made. 

Through an accident at birth, I was afflicted 
with spastic paralysis. Both arms and legs and 
my speech were partially affected. Now I can 
walk with assistance, and have a limited use of 
my hands, but, as my parents were always de- 
termined I should, I lead a fairly normal life. 

However, 8 o’clock classes at the University 
of Washington were something I hadn’t counted 
on in my dreams of a higher education. 

That October day in 1942 marked the begin- 
ning of something many persons had said was 
impossible. I was attending the University. 

“Ridiculous!” “That girl can’t go to the 
University!” Those were familiar words to 
Mother, but somehow, she didn’t seem to hear. 

[I had found there was a wonderful world 
outside my walls that could come to me through 
books, although I could not go to it. 

I entered school in my own home as a pupil of 
the Seattle Public Schools. Teachers were sent 
two hours a week to instruct me—Ruth Davis, 
who took me through grade school, and Phoebe 
Blalock, my high school instructor. 

They outlined my work, but I was on my 
own in my studies. I had a portable typewriter 
which I managed by punching one key at a time 
with a pencil. I graduated from high school, a 
member of the National Honor Society. 

Then in 1941, my father died. People told 
Mother that we were foolish to continue with 
our plans. That didn’t stop Mother. That first 
morning at the University was typical. 

‘‘Maybe we're not going to like this!” I said 
when we were in the classroom. I was scared. 

“Now that we’re here, we’re going to stay!” 
Mother said firmly. Class began., Mother, by 
my side, was taking my notes, 

One morning in 1943, it began snowing just 
before class time. My feet slipped in the short 
distance from our car to the classroom building; 
although the University permitted handicapped 
students to drive to campus buildings, it didn’t 
mean we could drive,inside. A boy offered to 
carry me. I refused. I could walk, supported be- 
tween two persons. Someone always helped. 

After we got back home, we were snowbound, 
and for a week, besides studying, we earned 
nearly $20 sorting mixed bolts an airplane 
company delivered to our house. Mother is a 
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registered nurse but cannot practice because 
I can’t get out of my wheelchair alone. There 
hadn’t been much imsurance when Father died. 

Hamburger tasted good that week we were 
snowbound, even scorched as it frequently was 
when we neglected the stove for Shakespeare. 

The snow melted. Professors explained what I 
had missed, students loaned their notes. 

One afternoon, the mail came. We read: 

“I have the honor to inform you...” I had 
been elected to Phi Beta Kappa, national scho- 
lastic honorary! Mother didn’t sleep that night; 
I didn’t sleep. We knew it must be a mistake. 

“We don’t make mistakes,” said the depart- 
mental secretary the next morning. 

Well, I can write my name with a pencil, or- 
dinarily, but I couldn’t hold one then. 

Mother signed for me. 

Then, graduation! My gown felt strange, my 
cap insisted on falling off although Mother 
pinned it well. Magna cum laude (with great 
honor). We didn't know my name was in that list 
until we looked at the commencement program. 

So four years of college were over. There had 
been nights of staying up until 5 a. m., studying 
for exams, writing, tearing up stories. My major 
was creative writing. I sold a one-act play for 
$25. That helped financially, along with greeting 
card sales and magazine subscription orders. 
Mother held my diploma. That was in 1946, 


when I got my Bachelor of Arts degree. 

Once, a spastic boy asked me, “Have you any 
friends ?”’ I was startled. 

“Certainly!” I replied. And I had.“One stood 
beside me at the balcony railing at Commence- 
ment. He was a faculty member and my phy- 
sician and friend since childhood. Other friends 
were there, one handing me my master’s diploma. 

“I never thought when the little girl came 
to my office years ago that I'd stand beside her 
on an occasion like this,’’ my doctor smiled. 

Neither had I. I knew if it were not for the 
encouragement given me by my friends, this 
day would never have been. 

But they, like my mother, said I could do it. 

A readership for a creative writing professor 
had helped. It paid tuition, plus $12.45 a month 
in cash, and there was Some radio ghost writing. 
Of course, there were times when things didn’t 
look good. One was when we discovered that 
someone else had written a thesis on part of 
the subject I had chosen for my master’s de- 
gree. Mine, three-fourths finished, had to be dis- 
carded. Mother started hunting through the 
libraries again, while I rewrote my work. 

“T wish I could do something!” another 
spastic commented. She was older than I but 
had not finished grade school. 

As for me, I can only say:

A blond, bright-faced little boy 
known as Junior, clattered across 
the stage on crutches and laughed 
out loud at his own proficiency. 


A winsome, eight-year-old fellow 
named Stevie, showed the audience 
how he was learning to feed him- 
self with a built-up spoon. And he 
demonstrated his newly-acquired 
ability to speak by pronouncing an 
enthusiastic “Hey!” 

Ralph and Jimmy and Wayne 
proudly exhibited their prowess in 
putting pegs in a peg board, metic- 
ulously lacing a shoe and perform- 
ing other simple feats with their 
Spastic arms and legs. 


It was a demonstration Friday 
before the Woman’s Auxiliary to 
the Fulton County Medical Society 
by a group of cerebral palsied 
children from Aidmore. It showed 
what such children could do—and 
what they could be taught to do.

The Barons during 
1948 spent more money than any 
other club in the league, we be- 
lieve, although we only know 
the exact price of one player on 
that whole squad. 

Glennon paid $15,000 to Wash- 
ington for Eddie Lyons. That was 
cold cash, too. 

There was a chunk of the long 
green stuff shelled out for Tommy 
O’Brien. Then Jimmy Wasdell 
didn’t come for peanuts and 
“Skeets” Dickey must have been 
an expensive item. Dickey 
wouldn’t look at a Triple-A con- 
tract, but when the Barons had to 
have a catcher, he accepted their 
offer. 

Had Glennon not bought Lyons, 
the Barons would not have fin-

At the ages of 13 
to 19 years the two sexes are approximately 
equal in numbers, and thereafter there are 
more women than men. Hence, the life ex- 
pectancy of males is always less than that 
of females.”

Atlanta's Teen-Agers 
Are Money-Conscious 


Atlanta’s teen-agers are money-conscious, but not extravagant. 
They spend an average allowance of $3 a week, and can have a 


doggone good time on a $2 date. 


Asked “hew much allowance 
a week do you think a teen- 
ager should receive, and how 
much money do you thing «8 
high-school boy should spend on 
.an average date?”, typical high 
school students gave these an- 
swers: , 

Dick Newton, of 2882 Alston 
Dr., Grady High, said, “I think 
that a teen-ager should have at 
least $4 a week for allowance 
and should spend not more than 
$3 on an average date—show 
and going somewhere to get 
something to eat.” 

“I get $3 a week and have to 
spend 60 cents for my carfare,” 
said Barbara Wilheit, of 2201 
Belvedere Ave., S. W., Russell 
High. “I think that or even 


less is a pretty good allowance, 
and I don’t think it should be 
any more than that. Mostly on 
our dates we just go to a show 
and then stop by and have a 
milk shake or a cheeseburger, 
so it would be the cost of the 
tickets and a little food.” 

“My parents gave me $15 for 
two weeks,” said Bebby Jones, 
of 775 Moreland Ave., Murphy 


High, “but I have a car and 
have to buy my gas and all that. 
On a date I spend about $2— 
that includes a show and some- 
thing to eat and just candy and 
something like that.” 

“Picture shows up town cost 
about 60 cents a person,” said 
Willis Holland, of 325 Winona 
Dr., Decatur Boys High, “so you 
ought to at least have $2, and I 
always like to carry a little 
change for chewing gum and 
stuff like that. At my house 
they don’t work on the allow- 
ance basis. I just ask for what 
I need, and so long as I don’t 
ask for too much or start over 
doing it, they give it to me.” 

Ann Stewart, of 217 Ansley 
St., Decatur Girls High, just asks 
for what she needs, too, and also 
spends her baby-sitting money 
as allowance. “I should say 
about $2 a week would be 
enough for a girl,” she said, 
“and a boy should spend about 
$3 for most dates unless it’s 
something special.” 

“About $3 or $4,” said Ann 
Minton, of 2363 Montview Dr., 
N. W., North Fulton High, on the 
matter of allowance, “and not 
more than $2 on a date, not 
counting what he spends on 
himself,” she added.

‘Building Atlanta's Future’ 
Guide to City Development 


“Building Atlanta’s Future,” 
goon to be published by the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina Press, 


has been written as a guide to 
the study of Atlanta—the story 
of the city as it grew from a 
small settlement at the junction 
of two Indian trails to the 
metropolis of today. But more 
than this, the book pictures the 
ideal Atlanta of the future, the 
city which can be developed 
through the proper planning 
that can come only as a result 
of knowing completely the fac- 
tors which make up the city of 
today. The many aspects of 
Atlanta are clearly and concise 
ly presented—its people, re- 
sources, economy, government, 
housing, streets, parks, and the 
city’s role in the region. Within 
this framework the mistakes of 
the past are described and sug- 
‘gestions as to how people can co- 
operate to build a better city are 
presented. 


- The idea for such a volume 
came from C. F. Palmer, a busi- 
nessman who has devoted him- 
self to the improvément of At- 
lanta, and Devereaux 
Clatchey, Atlanta lawyer and 
member of the Board of Educa- 
tion. They were familiar with 
the Wacker Manual, prepared 
for students in Chicago some 
years ago, which helped young 


Mc- 


Chicagoans to understand their 
city’s problems and handle them 
intelligently in later years. 
Palmer and McClatchey felt that 
a similar book about Atlanta 
would be helpful. Miss Ira Jar- 
rell, Superintendent of Schools, 
enthusiastically supported the 
plan, and the Board of Educa- 
tion decided to undertake such a 
project. 

The book was prepared as a 
special project of the Division of 
Research Interpretation, Insti- 
tute for Research in Social Sci- 
ence, at the University of North 
Carolina, by three competent 
authors, John E. Ivey, Jr., Nich- 
olas J. Demerath, and Woodrow 
W. Breland. A _ preliminary 
version has been used in the 
Atlanta schools, and many of 
the helpful suggestions for revis- 
ing the book came from students 
who have studied it. 

It is obvious that such a study 
may be adapted so the princi- 
ples suggested for Atlanta may 
be applied to other cities of 
comparable size. Although this 
book is directed toward the citi- 
zens of tomorrow, the citizens of 
today will find interesting and 
profitable information in “Build- 
ing Atlanta’s Future.” 

Last Thursday the book was 
issued to eighth grade students 
in the Atlanta Public Schools 
for use as a textbook.

Buck Bannon was a strong man. 


And like most strong men 


he was utterly ruthless when it came to getting what he wanted. 
In the words of ne’er-do-well Bascon Wooten, Buck was “a hog 
an’ 2 land-grabber, but it was the hogs that built that town.” 


“That town” in Douglas 
Fieldg Bailey’s novel is Aven. 
In reality it is Dothan, now a 
lively city of some 30,000 nestled 
in the rolling hills of Southeast 
Alabama. — 


Strong men like Buck Bannon 
have gouged and clawed their 
way to the top in every city and 
town in the nation. Most cities 
required generations of driving, 
pushing, swearing, drinking 
Buck Bannons to suckle life- 
blood into their frail arteries of 
growth. But Dothan, or Aven, 
is still young. Sixty years ago 
the focus of its present location 
was a shady spring, called Pop- 
lar Head, where travelers en 
route to Old Columbia stopped 
to water their horses. Buck 
came to Aven in the rowdy days 
of its frontier-like youth. What 
followed is a remarkable synthe- 
sis of the development of a man 
and a town. 

Dougie Bailey’s book, his first 
novel, incidentally, is as South- 
ern as corn pone and blackeyed 
peas. But nowhere is there a 


hint of sectionalism. The char- 


acters act Southern and talk 
Southern because they are 
Southern, and not because they 
set out to prove that Southern 


life is good or bad. There is, 
happily, no “social purpose” be- 
hind the writing. But there is 
suspense, fine characterization 
and witty dialogue that goes 
into the very marrow of the old 
Southern back country. 

“Devil Make a Third” rings 
true as an exciting portrait of a 
strong man and a bustling town. 
Perhaps it is the more so be- 
cause of the author’s peculiar 
qualifications. For Dougie Bailey 
is a native of Dothan, the locale 
of his novel, and he also comes 
from a family of strong men,

Butterick 
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Roads Don't Buy Elections 


Analysis of the recent primary reveals 
one fact very starkly: , 

Roads don’t buy votes. 

We do not believe the rush of road 
contracts issued in the last weeks of the 
election set any new record for corrupt 
and vicious use of the people’s money, 
but it certainly tied any bad record of 
the past. We think it ought to be investi- 
gated by grand juries and the Legislature. 

Now is the time to end this business 
of trying to buy counties with roads. 

Let us take a few examples. 

Fannin County got three roads. It 
also got the promise of two additional 
roads for September letting. In 1946 Fan- 
nin County went for Carmichael, 969 votes 
to 317 for the late Eugene Talmadge. This 
year, with three roads and the promise 
of more, it went to Talmadge, who got 
1,342 votes to 792 for Thompson, the man 
who gave them the roads. 

Consider Ellis Arnall’s Coweta County, 
which got more roads than any other 
county in the State. There, if at all, the 


giver of roads should have shown real 
strength. Actually, while Thompson car- 
ried the county, the Talmadge vote was 
greater than in 1946 and the anti-Tal- 
madge vote, of course, was:less. In 1946 
Talmadge got 1,304 votes. This year, de- 
spite the greatest gift of roads, the Tal- 
madge vote was 1,981. 

There were four counties which got no 
roads at all, They were Chattahoochee, 
Jeff Davis, Peach and Twiggs. Talmadge 
carried them all, but here perhaps is the 
best illustration of the failure of road 
contracts to carry counties. Talmadge 
carried them, but the percentage of anti- 
Talmadge vote in them was almost exact- 
ly that in the counties which got roads. 

We are delighted road contracts were 
made.

Enough Checks 


Change, in the full meaning of the word, is 
mostly a matter of mind, of mental acceptance 
or grappling with new conditions and new dif- 

ficulties. 

That is why change seems to come slowly. We Accept it slowly. 
Change is difficult to see. We see cities growing and small towns 
expanding and noisy with the sound of building, and we think of 
that as growth—not change. But it is. It means that people are 
leaving the country and moving to town. It means more pressure 
in the towns. It means more people to become fearful about their 
security in the jungles of the cities. It means something back 
on the farm. It means an empty tenant house, its door swinging 
in the winds and its windows broken by passing boys. It means 
a new tractor in the shed. 

Sometimes change comes and walks around with us for days, 
or even a year or so, before we recognize it. Nothing was changed 
after John Brown was hung and buried. There were those who 
said that his death settled the problem. 

Politics change, too. Also slowly.

the long ago, Seems to me 1 have seen the name as a “by-line” 
over a story or two ’way back in the old files. 


However, thinking of those old days, brought to mind a little | 


man I knew quite well during my own early days on The Con- 
stitution. Ed Bruffey. 


Ed had retired some years before I came to Atlanta and was | 


living, with his wife, on a pension from the paper. But his repu- 
tation was still great in newspaper circles and they used to tell 
great stories of his achievements as a reporter. He would, several 
times a week, come to the office on friendly visits and many a 
time I sat and listened to his yarns. 


Too, again browsing over those old files, I saw Ed’s by-line quite 
frequently. I believe he was the first local reporter thus identified 
by the paper. 


He was, certainly, Atlanta’s first sports editor. He covered the 


| baseball games at Brisbane Park, at the time when Henry Grady 


was fathering the organization of the Southern League. They didn’t 
devote much space to sports in those days. Half a column or a 
column sufficed for the sports news most days. 

Ed did his job as sports editor as just one small part of his 
day’s work. In nis heyday he covered practically every big story 
that broke.

And a famous picture of him standing by John L. Sullivan when 
John L. was world heavyweight champion. Ed was not more than 
five feet tall and probably tipped the scales at about 100, including 
his big walrus moustache. The lines under that picture identified 
the huge Sullivan by saying, ‘Sullivan is on the left.” Ed thought 
that was fearfully funny and carried the clipping for years.

But, in so far as Atlanta knows, he might 
as well have come into being fully grown, without any family 
or schooling or boyhood. 

There were only two by-lines over news stories of 60 or 70 
years ago in The Constitution. Ed Bruffey and Henry W. Grady.

Here, in a paragraph which Bill wrote for 
the guidance of his nine inspectors, is the secret 
of drawing a gun fast: 

“There has been a great deal of foolishness 
written about fast gun work,” Bill says. “There 
is no magic in it. Any man with normal re- 
flexes can master it. He can develop his ability 
to the point where there will be so little dif- 
ference between his speed and the speed of the 
fastest gun fighter living that the result of a 
match between them would depend entirely on 
who started for his gun first. 


“A very fast man can draw and fire in 
from one to two-fifths of a second, timed 
from the moment when his hand begins 
to move. If time is started from an exter- 
nal signal it will take the same man from 
one to two seconds to draw and fire. 
Suppose a police officer trains himself to 
te draw in three-quarters of a second. That 
is not very fast, but it is fast enough to 
take care of any man who didn’t start to 
draw until he saw YOUR hand move.” 


Jordan then went on_ to say a whole lot, 
mainly technical, about the mechanics of the 
draw, which has to be in one smooth, flowing 
motion, the trigger finger starting the pull as 
soon as it finds the trigger, so that the ham- 
mer falls as the gun comes level, and so on. 
But the main thing he said was that an officer’s 
gun was the only tool he used, and he ought to 
be master of it. To be any less than an expert

He spoke with authority, too, for he can do 
things with a gun that are unbelievable. He 
will hold his right hand straight out, for in- 
stance, with a quarter on top of it and, letting 
his hand fall from beneath the quarter, he will 
draw and shoot and hit the coin before it hits 
the ground, his gun hand moving so fast even 
a camera set at 1-100th of a second cannot fully 
stop the motion, 

It’s a matter of long practice, he says, plus 
a naturally quick set of reflexes. Nearly any- 
body could do it after a lot of practice, if their 
muscles answered their mind with normal 
swiftness. 

A man can easily test whether his reflexes 
are as quick as the next man’s, for instance. 
He showed me how. He put a quarter in the 
palm of my open hand and then laid his hand, 
palm up, in mine. 

“Now,” he said, “I am going to turn my 
nand and take the quarter and you try to close 
your hand before I can do it.” 

“Okay,” I said.

Has Britain Lost Political Democracy? 


A few days ago I read in this paper an article by. Evelyn Hanna upon England and upon the 


reasons that drove her and her British husband’ to leave that country. 


I am an Englishman; a work- 


tng member of the Conservative Party; a barrister who intends to return to the practice of law 
in England at the end of a year’s appointment to the University of Chicago; and a man made very 


angry by that article of Evelyn Hanna's. 


I have no title to quarrel with the point of 
view of Evelyn Hanna. To that she has every 
right. I claim, however, title to complain when 
her point of view causes her to write, as objec- 
tive reportage, that which is no more than an 
extension of her instinctive attitude. Analyzing 
the situation of England through the eyes of an 
American woman of her class and economic posi- 
tion, she has failed altogether to understand what 
has happened to England and what the English 
people think of their circumstances. 


Evelyn Hanna asserts that she could “see no 
hope of life in that country becoming even 
moderately pleasant in the next 20 years.” That 
assertion is fantastic. The facts are that the 
very rich, the rich and the middle classes can 
recall with aching longing the days when life 
was a great deal more pleasant; when there was 
petrol to be used in their cars; when their diet 
was not only scientifically adequate but human- 
ly satisfying; when clothes could be bought more 
in the interests of taste than necessity. But at 
the same time, just under half the nation is 
aware that it possesses at this moment a greater 
purchasing power than ever before and a more 
equitable share in the basic necessities of life 
than was ever secured to it. 


I would not hdve it supposed that this 
state of affairs stems from the application 
of Socialist principles. The war and the 
present vital need to repair the country and 
te export has created a period of full em- 
ployment. The system of rationing and sub- 
sidy of basic foods was introduced by the 
nen-Secialist war Government. Neverthe- 
less, nearly one-half of the nation finds life 
more pleasant than ever it did while the 
other half has been deprived of certain ma- 
terial comforts which, while they are impor- 
tant and dearly sighed for, cannot be said to 
remove the pleasure of life. The pleasure 
of life has a wider, more significant con- 
tent than gasoline, diet and fashion. 


I cannot deal with every point in Evelyn 
Hanna's article as fully as each deserves. I take 
some at random. I do not find the bomb dam- 
age as depressing as did Evelyn Hanna. Lovely 
buildings destroyed are still, and will always be, 
a keen regret. But much that was smashed in 
London, in Liverpool, in Cardiff and in so many 
other cities is regretted neither by me nor by 
the people who lived there. Such places are 
mow cleared. They are the scars of the city 
waiting to be covered as and when the country 
can atford the labor to be expended on them. 
And the vast majority of the people of England 
are determined that the cities will be rebuilt 
with some plan in mind and that the ugly 
sporadic development of the last century will not 
be permitted to spread blindly again. Finally, 
with some impertinence, I would state that I 
have seen no areas of an English city to depress 
me more than, for example, that part of the 
city of New, York which is represented by Mar- 
cantonio. The English were lucky to have some 
of their slums knocked down; that is certainly 
mo more depressing than waiting for them to 
fall down. 


The “so-called direction of labor” is called by 
Evelyn Hanna an “euphemism for slavery.” At 
the introduction of the bill in the House of Com- 
mons it was so described by the Conservatives, 
the Liberals and several Socialists.

Touring Tips 
BUDGETING 


By CAROL LANE 
Women’s Travel Authority 


Budgeting, I suspect, is a fa- 
vorite subject with very few trav- 
elers, especially those on vacations. 
But if you're keeping an eye on 
dollars and cents—and who isn’t? 
—you'll probably be interested in 
the kind of low-cost travel budget 
which leaves you plenty of margin 
for a wonderful time. 

Here’s one compiled from a sur- 
vey of 700 women travelers whose 
average trips passed the 3,000-mile 
mark: 

Accommodations, on the aver- 
age, cost $2 to to $4 a day for a 
cabin or a room in a tourist home, 
accommodating two, each in a sin- 
gle bed, or a family of four sleep- 
ing double. Food cost $2.90 per 
person per day. 


FIGURES DON’T LIE 

The daily average for entertain- 
ment and tips was $2 per person, 
and gasoline and oil for light cars 
amounted to a cent and a half a 


mile. Just to be on the safe side, |= 


we tested these figures ourselves 
before passing.them on to you, and 
they really work! Let’s take a 
look: 

That food figure of $2.90 a day 
does not mean a Spartan diet. The 
700 women we questioned broke 
it down this ‘way: Breakfast, 60 
cents; 85 cents for lunch and $1.45 
for dinner. But we juggled these 
figures around somewhat and you 
can, too. 

If you’re looking forward to 
some splurge dinners. along the 
road, picnies will cut down costs 
on other meals. Fill your thermos 
jugs at night with milk and cof- 
fee, buy some fruit and pastry, 
and you’re all set for a picnic 
breakfast either in your cabin or 
on the road. Or make it a picnic 
lunch—a good way, incidentally, 
to break up the day’s traveling. 


A TIP ON TIPS 


We've found that tourist courts 
or tourist homes are, on the whole, 
very comfortable and less expen- 
sive than hotels. As for tips, one 
way to keep them low is to travel 
light. The fewer the bags, the 
fewer the tips. If you want enter- 
tainment, you’ll find while travel- 
ing that “‘the best thing in life are 
free.” State parks, lakes, museums, 
homes of famous people and great 
industrial plants may be visited 
without charge or for very small 
fees. 

To cut the cost of driving, travel 
at sensible speeds—you’re not only 
playing it safe, but reducing gaso- 
\line consumption as well. Repair 
jobs on the road can be costly, so 
have your car thoroughly serviced 
before you set out. 

We'll have more money-saving 
tips for you in future columns. 
And, of course, I would like to 
hear about your own ideas.
